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B.C. leaves coal-grain port project to Ottawa 


PRINCE RUPERT (CP) — The 
B.C. government is completely out of 
development of the proposed Ridley 
Island coal port and will not provide 
the $4 million promised for support 
services, a provincial official said 
Thursday. (Other story. Page 2.)- 
The province has been battling 
with the federal government over 
who will pay for development of the 
northeastern B.C. coal fields. 

The $4 million was the B.C. share 
of a $42.5-million package negotiated 


with Alberta and Ottawa for develop¬ 
ment of Ridley Island as a grain 
port. 

“The terminal is their (the federal 
government's) business now," Gra¬ 
ham Kedgley, B.C. coal co-ordInator, 
said Thursday. 

He said, however, that the prov¬ 
ince was still committed to providing 
road access to Ridley. The $7-million 
construction of 7.5 kilometres of road 
began this spring. 


The province has also dropped a 
social and economic impact study it 
was conducting on the scheme, ac¬ 
cording to Sandy Peel, deputy indus¬ 
try mister, but the study appears to 
be going ahead anyway. 

Peel said the study, started in 
April, was “all up in the air” follow¬ 
ing federal-provincial negotations 
last week on the funding of support 
services for northeast coal develop¬ 
ment. 


“The federal government has 
made it very clear that they have full 
jurisdiction over Ridley Island, so it 
seems the study is their responsi¬ 
bility,” Peel said. 

He said an offer from the province 
to take on responsibility for estab¬ 
lishing a coal terminal on Ridley had 
been rejected, effectively eliminat¬ 
ing the province’s involvement in the 
development. 

Francis McNaughton, harbors 


board director of engineering ser¬ 
vices, said the only study he was 
aware of involved the effects on pulp 
of coal dust from trains passing by 
the Canadian Cellulose pulp mill in 
Prince Rupert. 

Meanwhile, a researcher in the 
provincial industry ministry said her 
department was still working on the 
socio-economic study and had not 
been told it was no longer required. 

Jennifer Howard said the study 


team was refining and editing a popu¬ 
lation and employment impact esti¬ 
mate, and the group expect^ to visit 
Prince Rupert within the next few 
weeks, once “the political area has 
cleared.” 

Prince Rupert Aid. Mike Darnell 
called on the government to complete 
the study because the development 
would cause major environmental 
and economic problems. 

He said the study should have been 
completed long ago.

bomb 

ST. GEORGE’S, Grena¬ 
da (AP) — A bomb explod¬ 
ed at a government-spon¬ 
sored political rally 
Thursday, killing three 
people and seriously injur¬ 
ing 20, but missed its ap¬ 
parent target—leftist 
Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop. 

Police said the charge 
was placed under a podium 
on which Bishop, other gov¬ 
ernment leaders and the 
Cuban ambassador were to 
have been standing. One 
witness said Bishop was 
standing on the podium at 
the time of the explosion 
but was not hurt. 

The U.S. embassy in Bar¬ 
bados said it received re¬ 
ports that two of the dead 
were children and that 
other government leaders 
escap^ injury. 

About four hours after 
the blast, witnesses report¬ 
ed hearing occasional gun¬ 
fire in a middle-income 
area five kilometres north¬ 
east of St. George's. 

Bishop assumed power 
on this eastern Caribbean 
island after toppling Prime 
Minister Eric Gairy in a 
coup in March, 1979. 

The island has been tense 
in the iast month, with 
vague rumors of military 
activity circulating in the 
capitai. 

Embassy personnei 
quoted Phillis Coard, depu¬ 
ty secretary of informa¬ 
tion, as saying the bomb 
was detonated either by re¬ 
mote controi or a timing 
device—which she said was 
“technology . . . alien to 
Grenada”—and that hospi- 
tai officiais expect the 
death toli to mount.

AGARTALA, India (AP) — Disease 
and famine threaten to add to the mis¬ 
ery of Tripura state, where 1,000 have 
died in tribal massacres this month in 
some of the worst violence in India since 
independence, officials said Thursday. 

“The food situation is alarming,” said 
Nripen Chakraborty, chief minister of the 
northeastern Marxist-governed state. 

He estimated that the state had enough 
rice to last about 10 days and pleaded with 
the national government to provide aid. 

Chakraborty, 74, said there was dan¬ 
ger of a cholera epidemic in the refugee 
camps now housing 200,000 people—al¬ 
most one-eighth of the state’s population. 

Refugees have been fleeing to the 
camps for the past nine days as a result of 
clashes between native Tripura tribes¬ 
men and Bengali immigrants. In the 
bloodiest incident, Tripura natives June 8 
burned the village of Mandai to the 
ground and killed 250 of the 400 Bengali 
immigrants living there. 

There are 1.3 million Bengalis in Tri¬ 


pura, outnumbering the natives of the 
state by about 2 to I. Most of the Bengalis 
are Hindus who fled predominantly Mos¬ 
lem Bangladesh after that country won its 
independence from Pakistan in 1971. The 
Bengalis control much of the local econ¬ 
omy and many natives of Tripura are 
frustrated at being a minority in their 
own land. 

In the refugee camps, officials are 
trying to prevent a cholera outbreak by in¬ 
sisting on immunizations. “We have is¬ 
sued instructions that no one should be 
given food in the camps until he is inocu¬ 
lated,” the chief minister said. 

Chakraborty has admitted that the 
rioting could an explosion of the long- 
neglected demands and grievances of the 
tribesmen, who are poor and hold few 
administrative or professional jobs. 

But he accused local members of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s Con¬ 
gress party of encouraging violence in the 
state. Tripura police and paramilitary 
forces are reported to have arrested some 
members of the Congress party. 


Power all solar: $50 trillion 


NEW YORK (AP) — A major West Ger¬ 
man electronic equipment manufacturer 
has proposed a $50-trillion program to con¬ 
vert the world’s economy to one powered by 
solar energy by the middle of the 21st cen¬ 
tury. 

AEG Telefunken, a Berlin-based com¬ 
pany with annual sales of $10 billion, said 
Thursday that vast banks of silicon cells—or¬ 
ganized into plantations—could generate 
electricity which would then be used to 
break down sea water to create hydrogen 
gas. 

The hydrogen, transported by tanker or 


pipeline in the same manner as natural gas, 
would power vehicles and factories world¬ 
wide and could eventually be “comparable to 
the present cost of gasoline,” Telefunken 
said. 

The solar plantations would be located in 
tropical or subtropical regions. 

By the year 2040, 10 .solar families, each 
containing 100,000 identical plantations, 
could be producing “enough hydrogen to re¬ 
place 15 billion tons (100 billion barrels) of 
oil,” Telefunken said. The world produced 
about 24 billion barrels of oil last year. 


The size of the plantations would total 
almost as big an area as oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia. “The total investment costs (would) 
amount to $50 trillion,” the company said. 

Silicon cells, made by Telefunken and 
several other companies, already generate 
electricity for space satellites and have long 
been used in other small-scale applications, 
including photographic light meters. A 
major bar to their use in large power 
plants has been high manufacturing cost, 
plus the lack of an efficient storage system 
for the power.

Iranian bank Is among 
those that have agreed to 
participate in the financial 
rescue plan for Chrysler 
Corp. 

Bank Tejarat, an Iranian 
institution owed $3.6 mil¬ 
lion by Chrysler, author¬ 
ized its New York repre¬ 
sentative, Maureen 
Raichle, to sign the debt 
reorganization documents, 
' American Banker maga¬ 
zine reported Thursday. 

The bank agreed to par¬ 


ticipate in the bailout even 
though the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has frozen an esti¬ 
mated $8 billion in Iranian 
deposits in U.S. banks. 

Chrysler and bank spo¬ 
kesmen confirmed the ac¬ 
count. 

About 400 lenders around 
the world have agreed to 
reorganize Chrysler’s debt 
to give it enough breathing 
room to become financially 
healthy. Part of the plan 


Includes federal loan guar¬ 
antees. 

The Chrysler Loan Guar¬ 
antee Board Is scheduled, 
after two postponements 
this week, to meet today in 
Washington to give final 
approval to a $500 million 
issue of government- 
guaranteed notes. 

In another development, 
two U.S. banks that had 
been identified as among 
the “handful” holding out 
against the plan joined the 
rescue team Thursday.

near Cowichan Bay, caus¬ 
ing an estimated $26,100 
damage. 

Chiasson damaged the 19 
other planes, apparently 
while trying to get into 
them, and the total damage 
has been estimated at $5,- 
000 . 

Chiasson told Sidney 


RCMP he had been drink¬ 
ing at Sidney and somehow 
wandered over to the air¬ 
port. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
MacKenzie said Chiasson 
felt he would have diffi¬ 
culty coping in society if 
released and request^ a 
forestry camp setting and 
assistance with his alcohol 
problem. MacKenzie also 
said his client had no 
money whatsoever to make 
restitution.

Author G.E. Angevine said Thursday the world 
price would have a harder impaet on (Canada than 
other countries already forced to world prices be¬ 
cause Canadian consumption was “ahead of most other 
countries.” 

“Being heavier energy consumers, that would imply 
we would tend to suffer relatively more in the initial 
shock,” he said. 

The study assumed wellhead prices of $24 a barrel for 
oil in 1980, rising to about $40 a barrel in 1981.

TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) — 
Taking the offensive 
against his fundamentalist 
critics, President Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr shuffled the 
armed forces command 
Thursday while the news¬ 
paper he publishes printed 
another transcript of a con- 
versation implicating 
hardline Mosiems in an ai- 
ieged coup plot. 

In New York, senior 
American officials met 
with a UN envoy recently 
returned from Iran but re¬ 
ported no progress in his 
efforts to negotiate the re¬ 
lease of the 53 American 
hostages held captive for 
the past seven and one-half 
months. 

Bani-Sadr's newspaper. 
The Islamic Revolution, 
published a second tran- 
.script of what it said was a 
taped conversation be¬ 
tween an unidentified per¬ 
son and Dr. Hassan Ayat, a 
prominent official of the 
Islamic Republican Party, 
the fundamentalist alli¬ 
ance that controls the Ira¬ 
nian parliament. 

Ayat was the official 
cited in the first transcript 
published Wednesday and 
although he denounced its 
pubiication as a distortion 
and an “American plot.” 
he did not deny making the 
remarks attributed to him. 

In the new transcript, 
Ayat was quoted as telling 
his unidentified iistener of 
a plan to force Bani-Sadr's 
resignation by political 
means or, if that faiied, by 
force. 

Ayat accu.sed Bani-.Sadr, 
who is on record as favor¬ 
ing the reiease of the hos¬ 
tages. of “following the 
American line” and said 
the fundamentalists must 


organize themselves to un¬ 
dermine him.

he was quoted as saying 
that the fundamentalists

Police break up

fied an eight-month-old ban 
on political demonstrations 
by marching through La¬ 
hore’s Anarkali bazaar to 
protest new judicial powers 
taken by the military re¬ 
gime on May 26. 


Lauk said, the province 
would wind up paying 
about a $10-a tonne subsidy 
because of the govern¬ 
ment’s responsibilities for 
support services.

“To compromise and give in means to 
show tolerance toward the Soviet occupa¬ 
tion of Afghanistan and the Vietnamese 
occupation of Cambodia. 

“It means to seek a transient and false 
detegte by accepting their aggressions as 
fait accompli, this will certainly make the 
aggressors more reckless and insati¬ 
able.”

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Embassy invaders killed 


NICOSIA (AP) — Three gunmen burst Into 
the Britisb embassy compound in Baghdad on 
Thursday, tossing grenades and shooting, but 
Iraqi forces UIM all three, the official Iraqi 
news agency said in a report monitored in Cy¬ 
prus. 

The attack came on the eve of the first 
parliamentary elections in Iraq since the mon¬ 
archy was overthrown 22 years ago. 

Britain quickly announced its approval of 
Iraq’s handling of the incident, saying, “Secur¬ 
ity procedures operated smoothly for the pro- 


tectkM of the embassy and there were no 
British casualties.’* 

The news agency reported no casualties 
among security forces. 

An Britisb embassy official, on the telephone 
to Nicosia, said the gunmen hurst into the 
spacious embassy compound firing their 
weapons in the air after tossing two grenades 
into the grounds from the main gate. 

They failed to enter the embassy building 
itself, and were killed in the embassy gardens, 
he added. 


The British foreign office statement issued 
in London said the Iraqi forces intervened 
“speedily” at the request of the British ambas¬ 
sador in Baghdad. 

It said the operation ended in the deaths of 
three attackers and the arrest of a fourth. The 
Iraqi agency made no mention of an ar¬ 
rest. 

The news agency .said a full investigation 
was already in progress to establish the identity 
and motives of the attackers. 


Volcanic dome

VANCOUVER, Wash. 
(UPI) — A volcanic dome 
swollen 190 feet above the 
crater floor of explosion- 
tom Mount St. Helens is 
rising at the rate of 20 feet 
per day, U.S. Geological 
Survey scientists said 
Thursday. 

Occasional red spots 
glowed in the inverted-bowl 
shaped 650-foot-wide jum¬ 
ble of upheaved volcanic 
rock and rubble which has 
grown high enough to be 
visible over the crater’s 
shattered north lip.

Clear weather above the 
mountain gave scientists in 
aircraft a chance to more 
accurately measure the 
dome. 

Meanwhile, Skamania 
County Coroner Robert

Save country 
Botha urged 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) 
— Black religious leaders 
Thursday urged Prime 
Minister P.W. Botha to 
mert with them to “save 
the^untry” following an¬ 
other day of violent protest 
and strikes against the po¬ 
licies of South Africa’s 
white-minority govern¬ 
ment. 

At least 42 people have 
been reported killed this 
week in the violence. 

Gen. Mike Geldenhuys, 
South Africa’s police com¬ 
missioner, said Thursday 
that the situation was 
“quieter than it has been 
since the beginning of the 
current wave of unrest.” 

Protests against the ra¬ 


cial separation policies of 
the government began 
Monday, the fourth anni¬ 
versary of the 1976 Soweto 
riots that left almost 600 
blacks dead. 

Meanwhile, the South 
African Press Association 
reported that police 
wounded at least two peo¬ 
ple ’Thursday after firing 
birdshot to break up a 
stone-throwing crowd in 
the black township of Ui- 
tenhage outside Cape 
Town. 

In another development, 
strikes were called against 
seven more companies in 
the Uitenhage area, near 
the automotive centre of 
Port Elizabeth. 


SALISBURY, Zimbabwe 
(UPI) — The new black 
government of Zimbabwe 
promised Thursday to 
change radio commen-, 
taries that have angered' 
whites and appealed to the 
white minority to stay and 
help develop the country. 

The appeal was made by 
two militant advocates of 
rapid change in the African 
nation, Edgar Tekere, min¬ 
ister of manpower, plan¬ 
ning and development, and 
Information and Tourism 
Minister Nathan Sha- 
muyarira. 

Shamuyarira denied for¬ 
mer prime minister Ian 
Smith’s charge that the 


Zimbabwe Broadcasting 
Corporation was being run 
by extremists bent on in¬ 
sulting whites. 

In a nationwide broad¬ 
cast aimed at whites, he 
announced that the format 
of the national network’s 
controversial commen¬ 
taries was being changed 
as a result of widespread 
criticism. 

Tekere, whose efforts to 
personally shake up the < 
white-dominated civil ser¬ 
vice were recently quashed 
by Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe, called on skilled 
white workers to remain in 
Zimbabwe saying that 
never had their talents 
been needed more.

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Throwing light 
on the cults 

The day after popular folk singer Dan Hill 
was entertaining his Victoria fans in the Royal 
Theatre Sunday night night, his father, Ameri¬ 
can-born socioiogist Daniei 6. Hill, was hold¬ 
ing centre stage in Ontario — with a much 
more important and thought-provoking mes¬ 
sage. 

Dr. Hill is the author of a 733-page report 
commissioned by the Ontario provincial gov¬ 
ernment on mind-development groups, sects 
and cults. The study is already receiving the 
attention of detractors and critics. Some are 
disappointed at the absence of specific recom¬ 
mendations, others because Dr. Hill does not 
call for a full public inquiry with the power to 
gather evidence. But the document stands as a 
Canadian landmark, because it throws valu¬ 
able light on a highly controversial subject 
which, until now, has been surrounded by more 
emotional ignorance than informed opinion. 

From more than 100 possible groups. Dr. 
Hill and his team chose 14 for detailed study 
(although they could not get even basic infor¬ 
mation on two of them). What they learned 
was by no means reassuring, as this extract 
indicates: 

“The study is still disturbed by questions 
surrounding the concepts of cultic brainwash¬ 
ing, mind control, mental coercion and hypno¬ 
sis. 

“It remains disquieted by the wanton use 
of confrontation techniques by some groups. It 
is convinced that some movements are, as 
their detractors say, corrupt, even pernicious. 

“It has no doubt that some leaders are 
false prophets who lure bewildered people 
through a maze of absurdities, waste talents 
and abuse intellects for the sake of some 
self-gratification.” 

In such observations Dr. Hill sticks to 
generalities without naming the groups in 
question. Ontario’s attorney-general, Roy 
McMurtry, says this was a specific require¬ 
ment when the report was commissioned 18 
months ago, since ailegations against specific 
groups or individuals would have been unfair 
without a full public hearing, and that in turn 
would have meant a delay of years before any 
report was available. However, reading be¬ 
tween the lines there is little doubt in many 
cases which group is referred to. 

The report's author sensibly avoids calling 
for tougher legislation or licensing, warning 
that “a misstep, a hasty or unnecessary ac¬ 
tion, could Inflict severe damage on principles 
or institutions vital to the maintenance of a 
democratic community.” 

In other words, let’s not over-react — a 
tendency that was all too prevalent In the 
Immediate aftermath of the Jonestown cult- 
ists’ mass suicide—and in the process destroy 
some of our precious freedoms. 

He does suggest, however, that individuals 
who believe they may have been harmed by 
cults should be encouraged to use either the 
civil or criminal courts, and that the Ontario 
government should consider legal aid in such 
circumstances. 

But the essential message of this report 
seems to be that the whole subject of cults 
deserves more detailed study, and the fullest 
possible public awareness of the dangers In¬ 
volved. We hope the B.C. government gets the 
message loud and clear, and shows some 
initiative of Its own in this respect. 
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We don’t need a written constitution

It Is essential for our survival to 
change our traditional system.

HEBRON, Occupied 
West Bank — A large blue 
and white Israeli flag flies 
from a pole above the en¬ 
trance.

Others peer down from the 
roof of surrounding build¬ 
ings. 

This is the Hadassah 
building, a former Jewish 
hospital, now the flashpoint 
of the West Bank, which is 
experiencing its worst vio¬ 
lence for years. 

It is a .squat building, half 
below ground. The ap¬ 
proach is along a wooden 
ramp, and it has taken on 
the characteristics of a for¬ 
tress. Some 40 women and 
children belonging to a 
Jewish extremist group are 
squatting inside. The build¬ 
ing is in the heart of He¬ 
bron. a town revered by 
both Jews and Arabs as the 
site of the tombs of Abra¬ 
ham and his family. 

The arrival of the Jews In 
the building, which was 
abandoned after a mas¬ 
sacre in 1929. has outraged 
the resident Aralx popula¬ 
tion, for Hebron has since 
developed into a centre of 
fervent Palestinian nation¬ 
alism, successfully resist¬ 
ing Jewish encroachment. 

Earlier this month In dif¬ 
ferent parts of the West 
Bank two Arab mayors 
were maimed in a series of 
car bomb attacks that bore 
the hallmarks of calculated 
reprisals by Jewish ex¬ 
tremists for the killing of

six Jewish settlers in Heb¬ 
ron last month. 

The repercussions have 
spread throughout the West 
Bank, and the Israeli army, 
using arbitrary powers, 
has imposed “collective 
punishment” on parts of 
the region, and has been 
smashing locks on shop 
doors to force shopkeepers 
to abandon a protest strike. 

At the entrance to the 
Hadassah I asked to speak 
to Mrs. Miriam Levingcr, 
American-born wife of a 
militant rabbi, who leads 
the group of women squat¬ 
ters. 

“She will come out to see 
you in 10 minutes. Do not 
stand near the entrance. Go 
and sit over there on the 
. . . stairs,” said a blond 
Israeli army captain with 
grim humor, indicating a 
pile of rubble on the other 
side of the street. 

Until last month Pales¬ 
tinian shops and workshops 
stood there. All were sys¬ 
tematically blown up by Is¬ 
raeli troops immediately 
after the shooting of the 
Jewish settlers on their 
way to visit the Hadassah 
squatters after Saturday 
prayers. 

The Palestinian at¬ 
tackers, who all escaped, 
were hiding in some of the 
buildings and the Israelis 
say the owners must have 
known about it. 

The owners, who did not 
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experts — just as there’ll Inevitably 
be disagreements and disputes with 
the Trudeau-inspired constitution. 

If we must have human rights 
guaranteed and written down (or all 
time, what is the matter with the Bill 
of Rights which no one knows or 
remembers? (insider the essential 
part: 

it is hereby recognized and de¬ 
clared that In Canada there have 
existed and shall continue to exist 
without discrimination by reason of 
race, national origin, color, religion 
or sex, the following human rights 
and fundamental freedoms, namely: 

(a) the right of the individual to 
life, liberty, security of the person 
and enjoyment of property, and the 
right not to be deprived thereof ex¬ 
cept by due process of law; 

(b) the right of the individual tg 
equality before the law and the pro¬ 
tection of the law; 

(c) freedom of religion; 

(d) freedom of speech; , 

(e) freedom of assembly and as¬ 
sociation; 

(f) freedom of the press. 

And so on. It sounds pretty good, 
eh! 

The Bill of Rights emphasizes that 
all Canadian laws should be “con¬ 
strued and applied” not to abrogate, 
abridge or Infringe upon any of the 
rights or freedoms guaranteed. 

In other words, it is a pretty com¬ 
plete protection of rights and free¬ 


doms which, possibly because it was 
Diefenbaker’s doing, Trudeau rejects 
and wants rewritten into his consti¬ 
tution. Why not, instead, reinforce 
the existing Bill of Rights? 

The key trouble with a written 
constitution is that it puts certain 
things beyond change. They can only 
be amended. It is asking legisla¬ 
tors today to devise a set of goals 
which will be relevant one, two, three 
centuries from now when no one 
knows what circumstances will exist. 
Only if there’s a coup d’etipt or a 
foreign occupation (or the break-up 
of Canada?) can the constitution be 
altered. 

The American Bill of Rights has 
endur^ so many amendments in its 
couple of centuries of existence that 
Its application can become a focus for 
legal dispute and the abrogation for 
the rights of the majority while seek¬ 
ing to safeguard rights of the minor¬ 
ity. 

With an unwritten constitution, all 
that is avoided and custom, or prac¬ 
tice, or tradition sets the tone. And 
that is perhaps the strongest safe¬ 
guard (or freedoms. 

So as far as human rights arc 
concerned, a written constitution is 
unnecessary — instead let’s imple¬ 
ment the Bill of Rights. As for the rest 
of the constitutional priorities, we'd 
be better off leaving them alone and 
continuing the flexibility that has 
enabled Canada to remain among the 
freest of nations for the past 113 
years.

Its blocks of 
flats have 18-lnch-thick 
walls and tiny windows. 

The entire enclave, hous¬ 
ing 3,000 people, is sur¬ 
rounded by an impene¬ 
trable fence. In recent 
years it has developed into 
a base for nationalist ex¬ 
tremists. 

Mrs. Levinger launched 
Into lengthy self-justifica¬ 
tion. The Arabs of Israel 
were among the wealthiest 
of the Middle East. They 
were better off than she 
was with her 10 children. 
They didn’t pay taxes or 
water rates, whereas the 
Jews did. 

However, provided they 
were prepared to live under 
Israeli sovereignty and 
stop harboring terrorists, 
they should be permitted to 
stay, she said. 

Uncompromising views 
such as those, combined 
with personal fearlessness 
— “1 walk around the 
streets here alone. Fear is 
only a question of mind” — 
make these Jewish extrem¬ 
ists extremely hard to dis¬ 
lodge.

Venice this 
weekend 
shapes up 
as a noth¬ 
ing event. 

For the 
measuring 
rod shows a 
weakening 
of solidar¬ 
ity between the United 
States and its principal 
allies since the summit 
meeting in Tokyo a year 
ago. Far from reaching a 
term, moreover, the unrav¬ 
elling process proceeds 
apace. 

At Tokyo last year. 
President Carter could 
count on two unquestioning 
supporters. The death of 
Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira in Tokyo two weeks 
ago removed one of them. 
With him, there goes the 
long rule of elder states¬ 
men mindful above all 
things of the American role 
in Japan's post-war mira¬ 
cle. There now takes over 
in Tokyo a new generation 
•— far less beholden to 
Washington. 

Joe Clark of Canada is 
the other. Fidelity to the 
American connection was 
one of the reasons for his 
defeat in the election last 
February. Pierre Eliot 
Trudeau, who both preced¬ 
ed and succeeded Clark in 
Ottawa, does not have to be 
taught the lesson. He aligns 
his country with the U.S. 
only when it can be made to 
pay. His pressing need now 
is to strike a deal with dis¬ 
sident provincial leaders. 
That means putting Canda- 
da first even at the expense 
of the Ameriean connec¬ 
tion. 

In Europe, geography, 
economic success and 
population make West Ger¬ 
many this country's most 
important ally by far. 
Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt has never been an 
admirer of Jimmy Carter, 
and his doubts and suspi¬ 
cions have been sharpened 
by the American perfor¬ 
mance on Iran and Afghan¬ 
istan. Herr Schmidt be¬ 
lieves that the Carter 
administration is quite cap¬ 
able — for frivolous rea¬ 
sons of American internal 
politics — of taking actions 
that could shatter his na¬ 
tional and political interest 
in tolerable ties with Rus¬ 
sia and East Germany. 

To preserve his Ostpoll- 
tlk, or Eastern policy, 
Schmidt arranged to meet 
with the Soviet leader, 
Leonid Brezhnev, in Mos¬ 
cow at the end of this 
month. Carter, a week ago, 
sent Schmidt a private let¬ 
ter warning him not to 
compromise plans for mo¬ 
dernizing the NATO mis¬ 
sile force on his Moscow 
visit. That letter — which 
was leaked in circum¬ 
stances adverse to Schmidt 
and which was surely not 
necessary in view of the 
chance for private talks in 
Venice — can only worsen 
relations between the two 
men. It is now a genuine

question whether they can 
work out even the minimal 
elements of a concerted 
strategy (or Schmidt's 
Moscow visit. 

France, (or both reasons 
of state and of internal poli¬ 
tics, cannot easily let the 
West Germans take the 
lead in Europe. So Presi¬ 
dent Valery Giscard d'Es- 
taing has been pushing 
French primacy in all the 
usual ways. 

He beat Schmidt to the 
punch by having a meeting 
with Brezhnev in Warsaw 
last month. At a European 
summit meeting in Venice 
last week, he blocked the 
nomination of a serious fig¬ 
ure as the new head of the 
European Commission, or 
Common Market. At the 
same meeting, he pushed 
through a “European ini¬ 
tiative” supposed to sup¬ 
plement the U.S. role in 
fostering a settlement be¬ 
tween Jsrael and the 
Arabs. 

Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher undoubted¬ 
ly means to ally Britain 


with the U.S. But she has 
doled out foreign policy to 
languid aristos in the Tory 
party who share the old 
world contempt (or this 
countfy's populist foreign 
policy. So despite Mrs. 
Thatcher, Britain has 
swung away from the Unit¬ 
ed States and joined in the 
French move to cut Euro¬ 
pean deals with Russia and 
in the Near East. 

The Italian government 
of Prime Minister France¬ 
sco Cossiga has apparently 
been strengthened by a 
weakenfhg of the Commu¬ 
nists in the municipal elec¬ 
tions a fortnight ago. That 
means it will insist all the 
more forcefully on Italian 
participation in any gen¬ 
eral discussion regarding 
allied policy toward Russia 
and the Near East. .Since 
the French make it a point 
of pride only to talk about 
such august matters with 
the Americans, British and 
Germans, the louder Ital¬ 
ian voice will have the 
paradoxical result of mak¬ 
ing a general meeting of 
minds in Venice even less 
likely.

Our dog food 
contained pantothenate, ethylepedramlne dihy- 
droiodide and dried beef solubles. Good grief, that's 
what killed army enlistments in this country.

Sale of coal 
a sad waste 
of inheritance 

In a previous letter about a month ago, I suggested to 
you the northeast B.C. coal development was something 
less than a bargain. This week, on the CBC TV news, my 
suspicions were supported by a commentator speaking of 
the meeting between the B.C. and federal government 
representatives. He stated that, to be acceptable by the 
Japanese, the coal must not cost more than $65 per tun. 
The various subsidies under consideration would bridge 
the difference between an estimated cost of $75 per ton 
and the above figure. 

However, he said, the true cost of the coal would be 
mure like $85 per ton and so the subsidies, in one form or 
another would have to be $20 per ton. If the annual produc¬ 
tion were 3 million tons (which seems like a reason¬ 
able figure) the taxpayers of B.C.. and the rest of Canada, 
would foot the bill to the extent of $60 per year. And this 
for an irreplaceable* source of energy and countless by¬ 
products which in a few years will be worth many 
limes what we can get for it today. 

Rather than congratulate ourselves on a smart deal 
we the citizens of B.C. should hang our heads in shame— 
and the same applies to all Canadians—when we con¬ 
template the frittering away of our raw materials; not 
only coal but nearly every primary product of this great 
country. 

Instead of shipping off our coal and iron ore. and then 
buying steel In many forms, automobiles, ships, heavy 
machinery and .so on. if we had any sense we would have 
made our ore and coal into steel ourselves. It is not that 
we lack the intelligence and .skill; Canada's steel makers 
are about the most skilful and efficient in the world. 

I think the reason lies in the fact that we have never 
lost our colonial mentality—hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the Mother Country. First it was as 
political colonials today ibis as an economic colony of the 
U.S.A. 

At the out.set Canada had the potential to be a mar¬ 
velously rich country, and this could have been achieved 
had we had the sense to ensure that our ample raw 
materials would be converted here, into useful goods. 
Instead we concentrated on sell off a great deal of these 
resources for peanuts. Now, the richest of our mines, oil 
fields, unrenewed forests and even much of our fertile 
prairie soil are depleted and we are no longer able to 
become a rich country. \Ve arc now second-raters. 

And so, instead of gloating over the sale—at less than 
cost—of the northeast B.C. coal, we should mourn the 
wastage of our inheritance.

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OTTAWA (UPO — The Bank of Canada dropped Its 
lending rate 0.62 per cent to 16.67 per cent Thursday and 
for the first time in a month the nation's chartered 
banks responded with reductions in their lending rates. 

Royal Bank of Canada, Toronto-Dominion, Bank of 
Nova Scotia, Ba^ of Montreal and Canadian Impe¬ 
rial Bank of Commerce all announced rates on loans to 
most credit-worthy corporate customers will go down 
Monday from 13k per cent to I3U per cent. 

It was the first reduction in prime lending rates 
since the central bank slashed Its rate on loans to 
the chartered banks by a record 1V4 per cent May 22. 

In its weekly auction of 91-day treasury bills Thurs¬ 
day, the central bank rate drop^ for a second con¬ 
secutive week after stabilizing for two weeks at slightly 
below 12 per cent. 

The new central bank rate of 16.67 per cent was 
the lowest since last summer. 

After last week's drop, Canada's major chartered 
banks decided for a thiid week not to change their 
own prime rates, drswing opposition party demands 
that they be forced to provide "reasonable” rates. 


Finance Minister Allan MacEachen said then the 
federal government would intervene to close the gap 
in lending rates between chartered banks and the 
central bank rate if there were justifiable reasons 
for doing so. 

The president of the Canadian Bankers' Associa¬ 
tion, Rotert Macintosh, had defended the chartered 
%nks' position by charing the central bank rate “has 
been a misleading indicator of money market condi¬ 
tions which have been extremely tight.” 

Macintosh said also "if all types of rates are com¬ 
bined, the interest rate spread of the banks — the 
difference between the average rate earned on assets and 
the rate paid on deposits — has been declining in Canada 
for the past 18 months.” 

The Bank of Canada's bank rate hit record levels 
of 16.2 percent in early April as interest rates skyrocketed 
to 20 per cent in the United States. Since then, however, 
Canadian rates have been higher than American rates — 
causing the Canadian dollar to rise in value.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund announced 
Thursday that it has ap¬ 
proved a $I.6S-billion loan 
for Turkey, which has been 
troubled with trade deficits 
and domestic economic 
problems. 

The three-year lending 
agreement is smaller than 
other previously-approved 
“standby” loan arrange¬ 
ments such as M billion for 
the United Kingdom, IMF 
records shows. 

But the loan is more than 
six times greater than Tur¬ 
key’s so-called quota level 
in the IMF of $264 million. 


Helliwell said that the re¬ 
cent low level ($6.20 at the 
close Thursday) was a re¬ 
flection of shareholder 
confidence in the company.

U.S. Ninety per cent of the 
land and two-thirds of the 
wells are in B.C. 

So far, he said, two sites 
have yielded natural gas 
and two B.C. wells. Gates 
and Laprise, are almost- 
certain producers. 

He went on to say that 
reserves are at least 8 bil¬ 


lion and could be as much 
as 80 billion cubic feet, 
which would mean that 
BCRIC has already re¬ 
covered its initial land in¬ 
vestment costs.

Thuraday In Victoria provincial court. 

Heather Ruth Blgga,Mlao known aa Griffin, of no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty to 1( counts of utter¬ 
ing forged documents, !• counts of impersonation, 
ai^ one count each of forgery, use of a stolen credit 
card, and theft under $2M. 

Judge Lome Pearce handed out the six-month 
term for the. forgery conviction and gave concur¬ 
rent terms of six months each on all other counts. 

Biggs had originally been charged with 17 counts of 
forgery, 16 counts of uttering, II counts of imperson¬ 
ation, five counts of using a stolen credit card, and one 
count of theft. Crown counsel Robert Mulligan en¬ 
tered stays of proceedings on all other charges. 

The offences occurr^ in the fall of 1979 and in the 
spring of 1980, when Biggs was facing court appear¬ 
ances on the earlier charges. 

Defence lawyer Barry Mah Ming, who said others 
, were involved in most of the offences, described his 
client as a good student who quit in Grade 12 at 
Nanaimo senior secondary school in 1971. 

He said Biggs began at the age of 13 or 14 with soft 
drugs such as marijuana and then got into heavier 
drugs, including heroin and alcohol, by the age of 
17. 

He also said Biggs was the mother of a 44-year- 
old girl but was facing a legal custody fight next 
week concerning her child. 

The impersonation charges stemmed from the use 
of identification in the names of Lori Wagner and 
Patricia Goode to write cheques varying in amoipits from 
$28.08 to $194.37. In one instance, she used the identifica¬ 
tion to open a bank account. 

On April 12, Biggs stole a wallet and contents while 
at a beauty salon at 915 Douglas and credit cards 
from the theft were used to run up bills at six Greater 
Victoria restaurants. 

Judge Lome Pearce said Biggs was an intelligent, 
attractive young person but cautioned that if the courts 
were lenient, other young people may consider it worth 
the risk to try what Biggs did. 

He placed the young woman on two years proba¬ 
tion and ordered her to accept drug and alcohol coun¬ 
selling, specifically the program offered at the Brannen 
Lake institution in Nanaimo. 

TWO ESCAPERS from lower Vancouver Island 
jails, who were caught near Hope when their stolen car 
went into a ditch, were given additional jail terms. 

Raymond Gordon Park, 20, who was unlawfully at 
large from Wilkinson Road jail, was given a further 
four months after pleading ^ilty to possession of sto¬ 
len property. 

David Wallace Pearson. 19, unlawfully at large 
from Jordan River forestry camp, received an extra 30 
days when he pleaded guilty to the same charge.

Salmon price deal hours away 

Wage hikes for 4,600 also at stake 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — Talks be- 
tweea onioiiixed B.C. fisbermen and tbe 
Industry on IMO minimum salmon prices 
neared tbe flashpoint Thursday. 

However, management sources said 
confidently a settlement was less than 24 
hours away. 

"It’s my gut feeling we'll have an 
agreement by tonight,” said one industry 
source, who asked not to be identified. 
"We're close, and I think we’ll get it this 
evening.” 

Bargainers for the 7,000-member Unit¬ 
ed Pistermen and Allied Workers Union 
and the United Native Brotherhood met 
with management again Thursday to at¬ 
tempt to come to terms on salmon prices 
for fishermen, and wage increases for 
4,600 shoreworkers and tendermen. 

Both sides have expressed optimism 
an agreement could be reached before the 


start of the salmon season, which goes 
Into full swing in early July. 

Indeed, after a disastrous roe herring 
season earlier this year—the season was 
virtually shut down by a fishermen’s 
strike and slumping markets for the 
precious roe—the processing companies 
and the fisbermen have both admitted 
they need a good salmon fishery to sur¬ 
vive the year. 

Fishermen earlier this month rejected 
by 04 per cent an offer by the Fisher¬ 
ies Association of B.C., bargaining agent 
for 10 processing firms in tbe province, 
that called for price cuts on sockeye and 
coho salmon, and last year’s minimum 
prices on other species. 

The union's tendermen and 
shoreworkers, who transport the fish 
from tbe fishing grounds and work in the 
processing plants, also rejected a wage- 


increase offer by tbe association of eight 
per cent over one irear. 

The processors contend shrinking sal¬ 
mon markets and competition from the 
huge Bristol Bay salmon fishery in Alaska 
are forcing them to keep their prices low 


thto year if they wish to sell their product 
sucessfully on the world market. 

The fishermen’s union has said fisher¬ 
men are not willing to take price cuts 
when the processors made good money* 
last year and have always managed to 
sell their catch despite competition. 

Union negotiators were in meetings 
and unavailable for comment Thursday.

“There’s not too much new, it’s just an upgrading 
of our procedures of traffic control over vessels enter¬ 
ing and leaving the pass,” ferry corporate communi¬ 
cations manager Wiiliam Bouchard said in an Inter¬ 
view. 

Two incidents in the pass last year involving B.C. 
ferries sparked a controversy over the possible haz¬ 
ards of small boats using the narrow channel at the 
same time as ferries. 


Fast growth areas pinned 


Quadra, Gordon Head 
targets for hikes 


(juadra, Gordon Head 
and Royal Oak areas of 
Saanich are targetted as 
major population growth 
distribution centres 4n the 
next 16 years, according to 
a report prepared by muni¬ 
cipal planners. 

The document—A future 
population distribution to 
1996—prepared in conjunc¬ 
tion with local neighbor¬ 
hood plans being drafted 
for 11 neighborhoods, 
paints a scenario of popula¬ 
tion increasing 27.6 per 
cent in Quadra, 17.1 per 
cent in Gordon Head and 
15.5 per cent in Royal Oak. 

Based on the 1976 census, 
the predicted increase 
would see a population of 
24,000 in the Quadra neigh¬ 
borhood by 1996, an in¬ 
crease of 9,555 in the 20- 


year period. (Rirdon Head 
would increase roughly 6,- 
000 to a 20,000 figure while 
Royal Oak’s population 
would rise to 7,000, an in¬ 
crease of 5,365. 

Rural areas of the muni¬ 
cipality can expect a four 
pent population growth, 
while Cadboro Bay, the 
civic core area and the 
Shelboume neighborhood 
can look for growth of 2.8, 
2.5 and two per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

If Saanich’s population 
docs increase to the 108,000 
figure forecast in the com¬ 
munity plan, 1996 popula¬ 


tion density per hectare 
would be: 

Tillicum 39.2 people, 
Shelboume 30, Quadra 29.7, 
civic core 29.7, Gordon 
Head 20.8, Carey 18.3, 
Royal Oak 14, Cadboro Bay 
11.6, Cordova Bay 10 and 
the rural areas 1.5 persons 
per hectare. 

However, as planner 
Allan Hopper explained in 
an interview this week, the 
map in the official commu¬ 
nity plan showing the ac¬ 
commodation of 108,000 in 
Saanich was meant only to 
be an illustration of the 


implications of growth. 

“The figure was never 
meant to be rigidly fol¬ 
lowed as policy.” 

The planning depart¬ 
ment, he added, had never 
attempted to use the 108,000 
figure as a target, and the 
approach in local area 
plans was not to increase 
densitities to the point 
where a 108,000 population 
would be achieved at what¬ 
ever cost. 

One of the main purposes 
of local area plans was to 
refine policies of the com¬ 
munity plan on the basis of 
local investigation and re¬ 
view, he said. 

“And th^population dis¬ 
tribution should be refined 
as a result of studies done 
at the local area level,” 
Hopper said. 


Second scanner for Victoria 


Purchase of a computer-con¬ 
trolled x-ray scanner for Victoria 
General Hospital has been approved 
in principle by the regional hospital 
and health planning commis.sion. 

The whole-body scanner, with an 
estimated cost of $800,000, would be 
the second for Victoria. Royal Jubilee 
Hospital put Vancouver Island’s first 
scanner into operation earlier this 
year. 

The scanner at Victoria General 
would be placed in the hospital’s new 
building on Helmcken Road, and 


will probably not be ordered for about 
a year, so that the hospital can obtain 
the latest version of the scanner, 
termed by VGH’s chief Of radiology 
as the most important diagnostic 
tool developed since the discovery of 
the x-ray. 

The scanner provides cross-sec¬ 
tional images of any part of the body 
with hitherto unobtainable clarity 
and detail, eliminating many time- 
consuming and expensive tests, some 
of which involved considerable pain 
and risk for patients. The inventors of 
the machine were awarded the 1979 


Nobel prize for medicine in recogni¬ 
tion of their work. 

The .scanner at the Jubilee was 
originally thought to be sufficient for 
the region, but in its first few months 
of operation a six to eight-week wait¬ 
ing list has already developed and 
radiologists at Victoria Oneral are 
unable to gain as much access to it as 
they would like, the hospital planning 
commission was told. 

The scanner, frequently used to 
diagnose head injuries, will also com¬ 
plement the regional pediatrics unit 
planned for the new hospital. 


Surgery waiting cut 
by more care beds 


The number of long-term 
care patients blocking 
acute-care beds in Vic¬ 
toria’s general hospitals 
has been cut significantly 
with the opening of addi¬ 
tional long-term care beds 
in the region. 

The lack of long-term 
care beds has resulted In 
long waiting lists for sur¬ 
gery in the region’s major 
hospitals. 

The completion of a 147- 
bed facility on Pandora by 
Central Baptist church is 
primarily responsible for 
reducing the number of 
long-term care patients in 
acute-care beds from 67 
last month to 26 this week, 
about the lowest the num¬ 


ber has bver gone, hospital 
planner Murray Halkett 
said. In addition, the num¬ 
ber of persons waiting 
placement In long-term 
care beds has been cut 
from 484 to 444. 

Some further reductions 
may occur as the new facil¬ 
ity continues to take in pa¬ 
tients, Halkett said. Ad¬ 
missions are being phased 
in to permit the staff to 
adjust to the new building 
and patients. 

Extended-care patients 
in acute-care beds are 
down slightly this month, 
from 75 to 71, and the num¬ 
ber could drop rapidly 
when 40 additional b^s at 
the Priory on Goldstream 


are ready for occupancy. 

Meanwhile, the Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital has 
been given permission by 
the provincial government 
to increase the number of 
extended-care beds it plans 
to build, from 25 to SO, with 
space for an additional 25 
b^s shelled In. 

The region has begun 
work on a study of the 
number of acute care beds 
needed In the area, Halkett 
told the commission. 

Projections of the num¬ 
ber of beds needed by the 
region were first developed 
in 1976 and since that time, 
“some of the variables 
have changed,” Halkett 
said. 


UVic asked 
to buy 
park lodge 

The University of Vic¬ 
toria has been asked to con¬ 
sider the purchase of the 
financially-troubled 
Strathcona Park Lodge, 
Education Minister Brian 
Smith said ’Thursday. 

The future of the lodge, 
which provides outdoor 
education experience for 
students, was thrown into 
jeopardy this spring when 
the education ministry cut 
its grant to the lodge by 
nearly two-thirds. It said 
the lodge, located on Buttle 
Lake, consumed too much 
of the funds allotted for 
outside organizations pro¬ 
viding services to stu¬ 
dents. 

Smith, responding to 
questions in the.Le^sla- 
ture, said the lodge has had 
senous financial difficul¬ 
ties. 


Inmates found unconscious 

Two prisoners were found unconscious at Wilkinson 
Road jail Thursday, reportedly the victims of drug 
overdose. 

The men, Kirby Martin Hawksworth, 31, and James 
Melvin Smart, 24, were taken by ambulance to Royal 
Jubilee Hospital Jtihere both were reported recovering 
several hours later. 

A hospital official said Hawksworth was being re¬ 
turned to the jail Thursday night. Smart was to remain 
in hospital. 

Jail director Harry Bacon said a drug overdose 
was suspected, although an investigation would have to 
be complete. The men were found unconscious in sepa¬ 
rate cell blocks during a routine afternoon check. 

Smart is serving a sentence of two years less a 
day, while Hawkworth is being held at the jail pend¬ 
ing trial. The charges were not specified. 


At a coastguard hearing on Active Pa.ss last year the 
corporation asked Transport Canada to close most 
of the pass to sports fishermen. 

Transport Minister Alex Fraser said Thursday he 
was still waiting for federal Transport Minister Jean 
Luc Pepin’s report.

Complaints from law¬ 
yers and merchants that 
Victoria city council's

“It’s as equitable as an 
increase of $200,000 can 
be,” Aid. Frank Carson 
told the finance commit¬ 
tee. 

“I don’t know how you 
could extract a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars 
from a group without hurt¬ 
ing someone,” added Car- 
son, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. 

He was referring to the 
proposal that the city dis¬ 
continue the policy of per¬ 
mitting businessmen to de¬ 
duct their trade licence 
fees from their business 
taxes, which would raise an 
additional $272,000. 

Former mayor Michael 
Young, the Downtown 
Business Association and 
the Victoria Bar Associa¬ 
tion Wrote to council, com¬ 
plaining that the proposal 
would place an unfair bur¬ 
den on professionals. 

Carson’s statistics 
showed that Victoria’s 200 
lawyers would pay an aver¬ 
age of $60 a year more. 

But different law firms 
would pay differing in¬ 
creases, ranging from less 
than $100 (combined fee for 
all partners) to $900.

Ottawa must change attitude first, says miniker 


A change in attitude on the part of 
the federal government, rather than 
constitutiondl talks. Is the key to 
holding Canada together. Education 
Minister Brian Smith said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Speaking at a Victoria Rotary lun¬ 
cheon, Smith, a lecturer in constitu¬ 
tional history at the University of 
Victoria law school, said: 

“No amount of constitutional talks 
will help hold the country together 
unless there is a change of atti¬ 
tude on the part of Ottawa toward the 
far-flung regions of the country. 

"It doesn’t take constitutional 
talks for the federal government to 


understand that there is a housing 
shortage in B.C. There Is no housing 
shortage In Toronto or in Montreal so 
(as far as Ottawa is concerned) 
there is no housing shortage in Can¬ 
ada.” 

SnDLABLY, constitutional talks 
will not substitute for genuine under¬ 
standing of the West by federal offi¬ 
cials, who to this point have been 
content with brief forays outside of 
Ottawa. 

On a recent trip to Quebec and 
Ontario it became clear to him that 
Central Canada still Insists on main¬ 
taining its position at the expense of 
the West, Smith said. 


He noted that Ontario’s Conserva¬ 
tive Premier William Davis is pre¬ 
paring for a provincial election, and 
said the opposition leader In Ontario 
is not the leader of the NDP or the 
Liberal parties. 

“The leader of the opposition in 
Ontario is (Alberta Premier) Peter 
Lougheed.” 

There is little doubt that Davis will 
win an election in Ontario by running 
against Lougheed, Smith said. 

“ONTARIO IS absolutely deter¬ 
mined that it Is going to enjoy energy 
prices one-third the cost of those in 


some countries of Europe, at the 
expense of Western Canada.” 

Although he disagrees with the 
separatist policies of the Parti Que- 
beireis. Smith said that Quebec has 
“extremely able and attractive men 
at the helm of government.” 

While most people assume that 
Quebec Llbdral leader CHaude Ryan 
srill win the next provincial election, 
Ryan is a poor “media projector” and 
has little support among the young 
people, technical and intellectual 
leaders, and university staff. Smith 
said. 

Even if Ryan became premier, the 
currents of Quebec nationalism will 
remain strong. Smith believes. 


Constitutional talks scheduled for 
the next few months will have some 
success as long as the goals for 
the talks are not “unrealistic,” and as 
long as “constitutional issues don’t 
cloud the real issues: energy, tax 
dollars, and natural resources.” 

“WHAT WE have tried to stress is 
that the existence of strong provinces 
does not mean a weak country. A 
federal government which only has 
its eyes set on Central Canada will 
alienate other parts and will produce 
more widely felt and respectable 
forms of separatism.” 

By suggesting an export tax on 


western resources, without similar 
taxes on central Canadian energy 
exports, and by insisting on a short¬ 
term $70 million loan for B.C. coal 
development, while offering a lib¬ 
eral $M million loan for a similar 
development in Nova Scotia, Ottawa 
is jeopardizing the positive relation¬ 
ship that B.C. seeks, Smith said. 

“Constitutional difficulties could 
be resolved by partners of good will. 
But when those other items remain 
unresolved, where the climate is bad, 
it does not augur well for the set¬ 
tlement” of constitutional issues such 
as language and individual rights. 
Smith said. f

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Binoculars a must for most fight fans 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
The shouting and the tu¬ 
mult has died and the fight¬ 
ers are in seclusion. 

Sugar Ray Leonard and 
Roberto Duran, mobbed by 
the fight crowd for tlie last 
week as they worked out in 
public and trod the celeb¬ 
rity trail, have closed the 
doors behind them as they 
prepare for the richest 
prize fight in history. 

Champion Sugar Ray and 
challenger Duran meet to¬ 
night in cavernous Olympic 
Stadium for the World Box¬ 
ing Council veirsion of the 
welterweight champion¬ 
ship of the world. 

The promoters, the 
Olympic installations 
board, need a crowd of 42,- 
000 to break even on the 
fight for which they paid 
$3.5 million. 

So far, about 32,000 
tickets have been sold. Of 
those, all 2,000 ringside 
seats, at $500 each, have 
gone as have all 5,218 of the 
$20 seats In the rarified 
atmosphere of the sta¬ 
dium's upper deck. 

The stadium has a capac¬ 
ity of 77,256, which the pro¬ 
moters initially hoped to 
sell out. Now they are talk¬ 
ing in terms of 45,000. 

Prices of the seats still 
unsold are $300, $200, $150, 
$100, $75. $60 and $50. 

Binoculars are a must for 
many of the spectators 
with tickets costing $100 or 
less. Their seats are more 
than 100 metres away from 
the ring — set up near sec¬ 
ond base of the baseball 
diamond. In fact, occu¬ 
pants of some of the high- 
priced seats would be well 
out of range of even the 
heaviest hitters in baseball 
There’s a seat in the 


upper deck marked with 
special paint to commemo¬ 
rate the longest home run 
hit in the park — a prodi- 
gous shot by Willie Stargell 
of Pittsburgh Pirates. For 
the fight tonight that spe¬ 
cial seat will set the occu¬ 
pant back $100 and there 
will be fans paying the 
same price even farther 
away. 

There will be no live 
home television or radio 
coverage of the fight, but it 
will be shown on closed-cir-

cuit television in 310 loca¬ 
tions in Canada and the 
United States. 

The ABC-TV network in 
the U.S. will show the fight 
on Saturday, July 19. 

Promoters, anxiously 
watching the skies, say that 
the open-air fight, under 
the lights, will go on rain or 
shine. A transparent 
canopy cavers the ring and 
allegedly will not obstruct 
the view.

Both fighters are expect¬ 
ed to weigh the 147-pound 
limit for the fight for which 
Leonard will get up to $10 
million and Duran $1.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Duran, former world 
lightweii^t champion, has 
had eight fights in the hea¬ 
vier division, winning them 
all, four by knockout. His 
over-all record as a profes¬ 
sional is 71 wins and one 
ioss — and that was back in 
1972. 

Sugar Ray is 27-0 as a 
professional since winning 
the gold medal at the 1976 
Montreal Olympics. He 
won the welterweight title 
in November, 1979, with a 
15-round knockout of Wil- 
fredo Benitez in Las Vegas. 
His only defence since then 
was a fourth-round knock¬ 
out of Dave Green of Eng¬ 
land at Landover, Md., in 
March. 

The oddsmakers make 
Leonard a 9-5 favorite to 
retain his championship, 
but many so-called experts 
say that’s because Ameri¬ 
can money is on the Ameri¬ 
can fighter rather than the 
Panamanian, Duran. 

Two major questions will 
probably be answered by 
the fight; Can Leonard take 
a punch and does Duran, 
known as Hands of .Stone, 
have the power to knock out 
top fighters in the heavier 
division? 

Of course, Leonard hopes 
his dazzling speed will 
prove that you can’t hit 
what you can’t catch. He 
figures he can stay away 
from Duran and then knock 
him out, something that 
has not bwn done before.

Flame on way to Moscow 


ATHENS, Greece (Reuter) ^ The 
Olympic flame, symbol of peace and 
fraternity, was lit Thursday in tbe olive 
groves of Ancient Olympia to be taken to 
Moscow for Uie 1980 Olympic Games. 

A high priestess, portrayed by classical 
actress Maria Moscholiou, kindled the 
flame by the sun, using a parabolic mirror 
which reflected the sun’s rays. 

Looking up into the clear sky, she asked 
Zeus, greatest diety of ancient Greek 
mythology, and all gods to bless the 
modem Games. 

She then handed the flame to Greek 
high school student. Athanassios (josmo- 
poulos, who bore it out of the Ancient 
Olympic stadium to start the 350-kilo¬ 


metre torch relay to Athens. 

From Athens, the Olympic flame will bo 
carried 1,170 kilometres (730 miles) to the 
Greek-Bulgarian border by 1,170 runners, 
each running 1,000 metres. 

It will take the flame seven days to 
reach the border and from there six days 
to cross Bulgaria, five days in Romania 
and 12 days inside the Soviet Union — a 
total of one month to cover the 4,892-kilo- 
metre distance to Moscow. 

Greek President Constantine Kara- 
manlis proposed to the International 
Olympic Committee last January that the 
Games be returned to their ancient birth¬ 
place to prevent them being the subject of 
political and financial exploitation.

salmon eggs to fry to 90 per 
cent, from about five to 10 
per cent. . . and yet retain 
the genetic features and 
qualities of wild salmon. 

But the enhancement 
emphasis on the Fraser 
system is still placed on 
studies, rather than action 
and it is starting to look 
like the Fraser River sal¬ 
mon will be studied until 
there are none left to study. 

As a matter of fact se¬ 
rious Fraser River en¬ 
hancement studies were 
down played in provisional 
Salmonid Enhancement 
Program budgets of a cou¬ 
ple of years ago, . . . until 
the Salmonid Enhance¬ 
ment Task Group, of which 
this writer is a member, 
insisted the Fraser River 
be given greater and imme¬ 
diate priority. 

* * * 

OUT OF A $32 million 
SEP budget for this year 
only $2.5 million will be 
spent on Upper Fraser 
River Chinook work and 
studies and $5 million on 
the lower Fraser. 

But, the existing Chin¬ 
ook stocks in the Fraser are 
in danger of almost com¬ 
plete extinction, according 
to what we are told by fish¬ 
eries officials. 

One problem is that fin¬ 
ancing for SEP projects 
must be sold to bureaucrats 
in Ottawa and the projects 
that show immediate and 
highly visible economic 
benefits are the easiest to 
sell to Ottawa . . . projects 
(hat produce immediate 
returns and create new 
fisheries. 

Another problem is that 
Fraser River enhancement 
will likely benefit U.S. fish¬ 
ermen as well as Canadian 
fi.shermen and that makes 
it harder to .sell to Ottawa. 
But sport fishermen in 
lower Vancouver Island 
waters can't give that 
theory much credence, be¬ 
cause we enjoy fishing for a 
bonanza of American 
hatchery fish. We don’t 
mind very much if they 
catch .some of opr fish. In 
any event the salmon tend 
to migrate northward. 
Certainly, we can’t wait 



for an agreement on the 
sharing of catches between 
the U.S. and Canadian fish¬ 
ermen. before we start to 
repair our dangerously low 
Fraser River stocks. 

If you want to help fed¬ 
eral fisheries gel on with 
the Fraser River job ... 
and the Fraser River Bsh 
pass through Juan de Fuca 
Strait... you should write 
to your federal MPs and to 
Fisheries Minister Romeo 
LeBlanc and explain to 
them the urgency of pro¬ 
viding more money for 
Fraser River Chinook en- 
hanceent. 

0*0 

ENHANCEMENT of 
Fraser River Chinooks Is 
not as easy as in some other 
areas. The winter freeze- 
ups make it impossible to 
use simple incubation 
boxes, like we use on the 
Goldstream, Sooke, San 
Juan and other small Van¬ 
couver Island semi-natural 
projects to give the spawn¬ 
ing salmon a helping hand. 

This year SEP hopes to 
construct three or four 
small pilots projects on the 
Upper Fraser, using 
ground water welling up 
into pit-like incubation 
boxes. Eventually hun¬ 
dreds of these could be/ 
u.sed to enhance chinouk 
egg to fry survival on the 
scores of Fraser River tri¬ 
butaries. 

One of the big problems 
is that enhancement should 
ideally take place at about 
the same rate on all tribu¬ 
taries producing fish. Oth¬ 
erwise overfishing of en¬ 
hanced stocks could wipe 
out or severely diminish 
unenhanced stocks. At 
least that is the way federal 
fisheries looks at it. 

SEP officials are tak¬ 
ing a look at re-routing of a

side channel in the Tete 
Jeune Cache area. They 
arc still having difficulties 
finding good sites for en- 
hancement. 

Uncertainty of minimum 
flows from the proposed 
Kemano hydro-electric 
project is slowing decision 
on any enhancement on the 
Nechako and Kemano 
Rivers. 

A $750,000 hatchery fa¬ 
cility at the outlet of Ques- 
nel Lake is under construc¬ 
tion and is designed to take 
three to four million Chin¬ 
ook eggs (half the size of 
the Robertson Creek hatch¬ 
ery at Port Albemi) and 
this could produce 65,000 
adult Chinooks for the com¬ 
mercial and sports fish¬ 
ery. 

The Quesnel facility will 
be used for satellite opera¬ 
tions to service the Black- 
water. Cottonwood, 
Bowron and probably Slim 
Creek in the Upper Fraser 
system. 

A new community ad¬ 


visory group is being 
formed at Kamloops, 
which will likely organize 
volunteer enhancement 
projects, like those now 
operated on Goldstream, 
S^e, San Juan and other 
Vancouver Island rivers. 

Feasibility studies are 
being conducted on a num¬ 
ber of little stream projects 
in the mid-Fraser, includ¬ 
ing the North Thompson 
River. 

A major $4.3 million 
hatchery is nearing com¬ 
pletion at Chilliwack to 
serve lower Fraser River 
needs with some Chinooks, 
but mostly coho and steel- 
head. It should be ready to 
accept eggs by this coming 
fall. 

Just getting off the 
ground and in the hands of 
the treasury board at Ot¬ 
tawa are plans for a major 
$7 million hatchery on the 
Chehalis River which 
would be scheduled to come 
on line in 1982 and would 
cater to Harrison River 
Chinooks, coho, steelhead 
and cutthroat trout. 

It seems to be a case of 
too little too late. For more 
than three years now they 
have been threatening 
sport and commercial fish¬ 
ermen with cutbacks to 
save the Fraser stocks, yet 
little has been done to re¬ 
plenish them.

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Hottest fishing up-Island, heaviest fish off Sooke 


llolteNt fishing on ^n- 
couver Island is at Camp¬ 
bell River where anglers 
are catching 3.‘f3 fish a 
boat, mostly coho. But the 
heaviest fish are being 
taken in the Sooke waters, 
but there anglers are only 
averaging .57 fish a boat. 

The difference is a 
chance of a trophy fish 
from Sooke-Becher Bay 
area that might go in the 30 
and high 40-pound bracket, 
even in the 30s, or a limit of 
sport coho in the four to 
six-pound range. 

Federal fineries reports 
show 3,100 boats fishing 
Campbell River for 140 
Chinooks, 100 jack Chin¬ 
ooks. 250 pinks and 11,05$ 
coho. 

The bell buoy, black can 
buoy at the outer kelp, Mit- 
lenatch Island and Francis¬ 
co Point have been excel¬ 
lent in the mornings and 
the evening flood tides. 
Herring strip, green Flash- 
tails, Tom Mack spoons 
and Hot Spots have all been 
productive. 

Stuart Island and Knight 
Inlet'have been producing 
five to six-pound coho for 
anglers who seek to cruise 
u little farther from Camp¬ 
bell River but t^inook fish- 
ing in those waters has 
been slow. 

Bates Beach has been 
producing some good in¬ 
shore Chinook fishing and 
coho fishing in mid-chan¬ 
nel. 

Little River, Comox, 
Deep Bay waters have been 
providing excellent coho 


fishing with a 2.3 fish a boat 
average, with 3,554 boats 
checked by fisheries with 
212 Chinooks, 50 jack Chin¬ 
ooks, 158 pinks and 7J88 
ceko. 

Mid-Island waters from 
French Creek to Nanaimo 
have been good for four to 
five-pound bluebacks, with 
pink and green lures catch¬ 
ing them. Dodds Narrows 
and Porlier Pass have been 
producing Chinooks. 

Moochers have been 
clicking in Sansum Nar¬ 
rows, Active Pass and East 
Point. 

Deep Cove Marina, 
which has been newly-ren¬ 
ovated, held its official 
opening Thursday after¬ 
noon and reports some fair 
blueback fishing and a few 
good Chinooks. 

Randy Wright reports 
lots of Chinooks in the teens 
from Oak Bay waters, 
especially the Chain Island 
flats for anglers drift fish¬ 
ing close to the bottom.

Logging a Colquitz teacher’s day

A t H A.M. on a Friday morning Phil Wall is sur¬ 
veying room 209 al Colquilz Junior Secondary 
School. 

A colleclioh of big game heads and sluffed 
birds, refugees from a Provincial Museum house¬ 
cleaning, gaze solemnly down from Ihe walls, and 
lables, ralher lhan desks, fill Ihe room. Al Ihe back 
is a lelevision sel on a sland. Several videolapes sil 
on a lable nearby. 

Wall checks Ihe lapes he will be using during Ihe 
day, Ihen goes lo Ihe slaff room lo duplicale a 
spi-iling quiz and reserve Ihe gym al noon for his 
girls' hockey learn. 

8:30: The school day begins wilh Wall's leacher 
adviser group, made up of sludenls assigned lo him 
for Ihc whole lime Ihey will be in Colquilz. This is Ihe 
second year Ihese sludenls, all in Grade 9. have been 
wilh Wall. 

He likes Ihe leacher adviser syslem because il 
enables leachers, many of whom see more lhan 100 
sludenls every day, lo gel lo know a small group of 
sludenls beller. 


W ATT fills oul anecdolal reporls for a number 
of sludenls who drop by. The reporls are used 
belween report cards lo give sludenls—and par- 
enls—an idea of how Ihe sludenl is doing. 

While Ihis is going on. Ihe room buzzes wilh lighl 
conversalion as sludenls socialize and look over 
Iheir reporls. Two argue aboul where Langley is. 

An announcemenl comes over Ibe public ad¬ 
dress syslem, lelling leachers lo be sure lo look al an 
exlernai evaluation report on the school. 

8:44: The TA group leaves and Walt's first class 
of the day. a combined Grade 9 and 10 English class, 
files in. 

Like the other English classes he will have 
today, these students have completed the required 
curriculum for Grades 9 and 10 and arc now doing 
enrichment, in which the teacher develops ideas 
beyond the regular curriculum. 


W ATr uses the time to teach students to look for 
Ihemes, something they get little experience 
w Ith on television, he says. 

In this first class, he uses a videotape version of 
Les Miserables. 

“I don't like to use the tape too much, but I want 
the kids to know there arc some super stories in the 
classics. Les Miserables is too hard for most stu¬ 
dents to read so I use the tape, but some of the kids 
have read the book.” 

One student mentions that Jesus Christ Super- 
star v/l\l be on television at midnight. 

“I'li be asleep then, but I guess you will just be 
getting in then," Watt says jokingly. 


H e hands out the spelling test he duplicated that 
morning. It contains words which the students 
misspelled in essays they wrote the previous week. 

A student notices that Watt has spelled “it's” in¬ 
correctly. moments after he singled it out as one of 
the frequently misspelled words. Watt says he put it 
there to test the students, but they appear skepti¬ 
cal. 

The student next to me gets only about half the 
list done, and about half of those answers are 
wrong. 

Next Tuesday, Watt says, will be a spelling test 
on the same list of words. There will be no tricks, he 
promises, so any student in the class can easily pick 
up some extra credit by studying the list and getting 
100 per cent on the test. 


T he class then turns to Les Miserables, discus¬ 
sing some of its characters. The students are 
attentive and interested, and lake part with thought¬ 
ful enthusiasm. 

Before the tape is turned on, Watt tells the 
students he must leave the room to attend a 
meeting. He reminds them of the spelling quiz next 
week and then the tape is started. 

9:12: On the way to the staff lounge, Walt says he 
always runs a tape at the end of a class because it is 
difficult to get students to settle down after a film. 
"They're just kids.” 

The meeting in the staff room is already in 
session. Two school counsellors and another teacher 
who, like Watt, is a part-time counsellor, are going 
over counselling recommendations in the evalua¬ 
tion report. 


T he group discusses a number of topics related 
both to the evaluation report and to a new Grade 
8 guidance program which will be tried for the first 
time next year. The main problem is finding a time 
to do the 30 hours of guidance, which includes 
sessions on family life, alcohol, decision-making 
and smoking, since there is no place for it in the 
timetable. 

9:43: The bell rings before Watt can get back to 
his class. He stands in the hallway outside the staff 
room, watching for members of his field hockey 
team to come by so he can tell them 'he gym is 
reserved for them at noon for practice. 

One the way back to the classroom he stops to 
describe a post-graduate project he is doing with an¬ 
other teacher, aimed at improving the transition 
between elementary and junior high school. 


H e also runs into a Guy Lafleur fan, who is 
stricken with remorse when she learns she 
missed a slow-motion replay of Lafleur's three best 
goals, shown during the intermission of a Stanley 
Cup playoff game the previous night. 

9:47: Another English class is introduced to the 
spelling quiz. 

“Shcro says about hockey that you use practice 
lo make mistakes,” Walt says. 


From hockey to counselling, 
his profession means sharing

Phil Watt: sharing and friends are the best things about teaching 


After the students do the quiz the discussion 
turns to words. 

“How many words are there in the English lan¬ 
guage?” Watt asks. 

“Too many,” a student pipes up. Everyone 
laughs. 

The slender Watt has an easy, light-handed 
authority. Part of his success, he says later, is the 
type of student he has this year. 

“I have a good batch of students. Of about 100 
kids, only a few aren't working. Other teachers have 
more difficult kids.” 

T his class is going through a videotape of 
Bram Stoker's Dracula. They get a handout 
with some historical background about the real Dra¬ 
cula, a blood-thirsty Rumanian nobleman, and 
Watt mentions how Stoker’s novel of vampirism 
came at about the time hypnosis and blood trans¬ 
fusions were at the edge of science. 

Watt talks aboul themes of fear in the story and 
the characters as the tape runs. The tape ends just 
as three voluptuous women, blood running from 
their mouths from an infant victim brought them by 
Dracula, raise their heads from their feast. 

The class groans. “Gruesome,” moans one 


10:50: Watt has no class this period, which is re¬ 
served for guidance, and supporting the school 
counsellors. Today, however. Watt talks about his 
students, and takes a tour of the school. 


T he teacher's job is expanding, he says. Many 
have bus drivers' licences and those involved 
with sports teams spend considerable extra time at 
it. His own calendar is almost completely blocked 
in, even on weekends, with bottle drives and other 
events which will help the field hockey team make a 
trip to Edmonton. Other spare times are for prac¬ 
tices and games, and school and counselling meet¬ 
ings. 

He notes that maintenance improvements made 
by the school board have done a lot for school mo¬ 
rale. 'The new paint and hallway lighting have 
“given us a real boost,” and vandalism of the 
school has declined sharply. 

Photographs of students involved in school 
activities line the halls. 

11:45: Back in his room. Watt is interrupted by 
principal Jack Dayton, accompanied by two other 
men. 

“We’ve got a surprise for you,” Dayton says, 
adding that it has to do with field hockey. 

“It’s not a new field, is it?” Watt says ruefully. 


O UT behind the school a car trunk is opened to re¬ 
veal a load of hockey sticks, balls and kickers 
which the boys’ team of another school no longer 
uses. 

“Fantastic,” Watt says as he looks at the haul. 
“Do we ever need this!” 

“Ours just broke last week,” he says, picking up 
a pair of kickers. Dayton later estimates the gifts 
worth to be more than $1,000. 

NOON HOUR: After a McDonald's hamburger 
served in the staff room. Watt walks around the 
school’s playground. The warm spring sun has 
brought most of the students out for intra-mural 
softball. A few members of his field hockey team 
walk up. 

,, They talk lightheartedly with Watt about their 
coming trip to Edmonton, sleeping arrangements on 
the train, the new equipment, and other things. 

12:50: Students are back in their TA groups 
for a few minutes while attendance is taken. Atten¬ 
dance is recorded carefully at the school, a practice 
which Watt supports. 

“It’s necessary. If we weren’t strict with it we 
would be in real trouble. We check every class and 
usually parents are very supportive. They always 
appreciate a phone call and notes.” 

“Once we get rid of phone calls, notes and at¬ 
tendance we are neglecting our duty,” he com¬ 
ments. 

12:59: Another guidance period. Watt spends the 
time conferring wilh a counsellor about a student, 
talking with a Spectrum high school student about a 
sports tournament next week, and reviewing atten¬ 
dance and student reports. 

2:02: The last class of the day enter’s Watt’s 
room. It is a group which has just finished reading 
Ken Kesey’s One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest, and 
is beginning Steinbeck's Of Mice and Men. 


O NE project in this class is an experiment in 
democracy, and change. The students have 
been told to suggest changes they would like to make 
in the class, and Watt has promised to let one of their 
suggestions happen. 

Their list of suggestions includes taking a plane 
to Los Angeles to get Karecm Abdul-Jabbar's 
autograph, smoking in the classroom, going to the 
beach, holding class outside, showing porn flicks, 
and installing a black light. 

Watt hands out Of Mice and Men to the students 
and skips ahead to a passage in the book where 
George throws away a mouse which Lenny's well- 
meaning but awkward hands have crushed. 

Students should watch for a theme which per¬ 
vades the story, he tells them. 

“One of the themes of this book is redemption. 
How does George continue redeeming himself, and 
what price does he pay?” 

2:35: Three students wander into the room. 
Their teacher, a substitute, bas let them out early, 
contrary to school policy. 

Watt tells them to go back to their room and 
wait, even if the teacher has left. 

“You guys know better than that.” 

2:3$: The class next door has been assigned tc 
the Friday cleanup detail. If they do their work well 
in picking up litter around the school grounds, 
school is let out 10 minutes early. They have 
returned and are waiting for inspection of their 
work to be completed. Watt goes into their room lo 
check the noisy class. 

2:51: The cleanup passes inspection. Classes are 
dismissed. Watt chats with a few students who stay 
behind, and tidies up the room a bit. 

2:57: Three members of the field hockey team 
march into the room and theatrically select balls 
from the new field hockey equipment to practice 
with on the weekend, collecting on a promise Watt 
made when he asked them to carry the equipment to 
his room. 

3d)0: Watt begins to arrange his papers for the 
weekend, and talks about his job. Four thick folders 
of essays are his main homework for the week¬ 
end. They represent about 10 hours of work and he 
will set aside some time on the weekend, perhaps on 
Sunday afternoon, to get a start on marking them. 

A former Colquitz student himself. Watt has 
been teaching for nine years and says “one day is 
never the same as another,” 

“I don’t think I have seen it all in nine years of 
teaching.” 


O N his role as counsellor, he says a counsellor 
has to “listen and hear what students are 
saying. They may not want to tell you directly.” 

He agrees that the schools are taking over 
parents' roles. 

“Kids are finding resolution to some problems 
at school that they weren't getting at home." 

The philosophy of junior high, he says is to “try 
as many things as you can, as many successful 
situations as you can. If a kid can see he is getting 
something out of it, that is good. A counsellor can 
often help a kid out by giving him a little push to get 
things done." 

He notes that after nine years of teaching junior 
high, he has many former students all over 
town. * 

“That’s the nicest thing about teaching. I have 
friends all over.” 

“Sharing and friends are the best things about 
teaching.” 

4:10: Watt walks out the rear door of the school. 
The official day and week are over. Ahead is the 
weekend, with some time for himself, and some for 
school, 

. Next: Substitute teaching — the toughest iob in 
the system.

"It is much easier to be 
critical than correct. ’* -

Edgar Kaplan is both crit¬ 
ical and correct in his 
monthly magazine. ’The 
Bridge World' (39 W. 94th 
St., N.Y.C. 10025 $16.00 per 
year). Winner of the 1979 
Man of Year Award of Con¬ 
tract Bridge. Kaplan pulls 
no punches in his critiques 
of top-level play. Here's how 
he describes an errant 
defense by two of the 1979 
World Championship final¬ 
ists 

The bidding was the'Kame 
at both tables and. at table 
one. Eddie Kantar of Los 
Angeles led a trump 
Declarer won the queen in 
dummy and played another 
trump back to his ace. 

On these. East pitched the 
three and six of hearts, 
showing no interest in that 
suit. A low club was led 
towards dummy's Q-J and 
West played low! East won 
and his diamond switch was 
ducked; dummy took the 
second diamond, drew the 
last trump and played 
another club towards 
dummy's remaining honor. 
Dummy's high club thus 
‘ allowed a diamond discard - 
• plus 420. 

"West had to rise with the 
ace on the first club, and 
switch to the king of 
diamonds Is that so hard, 
with 10 tricks in sight for 
declarer otherwise?" (West 
should know that declarer 
has SIX spades, two hearts 
and a diamond a club 
trick will be his 10th trick). 

Apparently it is hard." 
Kaplan continues. "At the 
other table. Vito Pittala 
(West) did no better. He led 
a heart to dummy s ace.

Pot pills 
to fight 
nausea 

WASHINGTON (UlM) — 
In a move designed to help 
canter patients deal with 
the nausea that often ac- 
eompanies ehemotherapy 
treatments, the govern¬ 
ment said this week it may 
soon make available pills 
containing an ingredient 
derived from marijuana. 

A spokesman tor the 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said his agency and 
two others—the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse 
and the National Caneer 
Institute—are involved in 
the project. 

The spokesman said 
"there is a pretty good 
body of evidenec” showing 
that THC—tetrahydroean- 
nabinol—is effective in re¬ 
lieving the nau.sca many 
cancer patients suffer dur¬ 
ing treatments. 

Government researehers 
already have put TCH, 
derived from marijuana, 
into pill form. 

Thus, if the government 
approves the pills for dis¬ 
tribution, and if private in¬ 
dustry shows an interest in 
manufacturing them on a 
widescale basis, they could 
bo made available to the 
public. 

The FDA spokesman 
said the first step is a June 
26 meeting of cancer scien¬ 
tists who advise the govern¬ 
ment on drugs.

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It’s new life 
with fling 
of a Frisbee 


TORONTO (CP) — Vaughan O’Keefe can throw a 
Frisbee. run and is planning to get his driver's licence. 
What is unusual about this IS-year-old is that he catches 
the Frisbee w ith two hooks instead of hands and runs on a 
leg made of iron tubes and padding. 

Almost two years have pass^ since O’Keefe took 
a dare to climb an Ontario Ifydro tower. He made it to 
the top but touched some electric wires and was 
flung to the ground by the high-voltage shock. The 
dare cost him parts of both arms and loss of his right 
leg. 

After spending 18 months in different hospitals, the 
Mi.ssissauga. Ont.. youth can still feel where his hands and 
leg used to be but he is learning to use his artificial limbs 
to start life over. 

"I only get mad if 1 can’t figure out something I 
should be able to do.” such as picking up a dime off the 
pavement, O’Keefe said in an interview. 

"Before I try to do anything I think in my head 
'can I do it'.*’ ... if there’s a chance I can do it, I give it 
a try." 

O’Keefe is not certain what he wants to do in the 
future but he is considering becoming a commercial 
artist. 

Dr. Wallace Lotto, assistant medical director at the 
Ontario Crippled Children’s Centre, described O’Keefe as 
”a really amazing kid who’s put up with a lot of misery.” 

Meanwhile, the O’Keefe family has launched a law¬ 
suit alleging negligence against the power utility and the 
city of Mississauga.

Rest will cure lumps on leg 


Dear Dr. Doaalw e : I am 
a teenager. It all began 
when I nad a cast removed 
from my right foot. I had 
two large r^ lumps on my 
calf. They gradually 
spread. When I brought this 
to my doctor’s attention he 
told me it was “idiopathic 
erythema nodosum.” He 
said that very rarely can a 
cause be found. He said 
there was really nothing he 
could do. He then told me 
"not to worry.” I went to 
another doctor and told him 
what the first one told me. 
He, too, told me to go home 
and “not to worry.” I worry 
—a lot. I’m a nervous 
wreck. Have you ever s^n 
this condition? Please tell 
me about it. —Anon. 

Yes, I have seen erythe¬ 
ma nodosum, and probably 
so has every other doctor. 
It appears as crops of tend¬ 
er, painful, red nodules, 
mostly on the lower legs. 
They last one to three 
weeks and eventually dis¬ 
appear without scars. 

'hie concern is that they 
are sometimes seen in as¬ 
sociation with many dis¬ 
eases, such as fungus in¬ 
fections and inflammatory 
conditions of the intestines. 
,They may also occur with 
use of some drugs (sulfa or 
birth control pills). Since 
your doctor has examined 
you to make sure you don’t 
have any of that in your 
background, he called your 
case “idiopathic.” That 
means there are no ill¬ 
nesses causing it. It doesn’t 
mean it is a mysterious, 
rare and “Incurable” ail¬ 
ment. A large number of 
cases occur In otherwise 
healthy adults.

Your Good Health 

By PAUL C. DONOBVE, M.D. 


Although bothersome, 
erythema nodosum is no 
more than a painful nui¬ 
sance when there are none 
of the associated problems 
found. Hot or cold com¬ 
presses—whichever gives 
the greatest relief—can be 
tried. A few doctors have 
advised using potassium 
iodide. But usually rest and 
patience will see you 
through this problem. It 
will not develop into can¬ 
cer, which I can almost bet 
Is one of your concerns. 

So far as I can tell, your 
worst problem until now 
has been poor communica¬ 
tion between you and your 
doctors. I cannot relate the 
symptoms to your old foot 
cast. 

Dear Dr. Donohue; My 
doctor has been treating 
me (or Hashimoto’s dis¬ 
ease. He says that antibo¬ 
dies are attacking my blood 
and my thyroid gland. Ex- 
plain, please. — G.A.L. 


Hashimoto’s disease is 
chronic inflammation of 
the thvroid gland. Just as 
your doctor says, the cause 
seems to be that the body 
begins making antibodies 
against its own thyroid tis¬ 
sue. Normally, antibodies 
are made only when the 
body senses it is being in¬ 
vaded by objects that are 
not of its own making. 

This Is the state of af¬ 
fairs. Your body, mista¬ 
kenly in this case, thinks 
the gland Is a foreign ob¬ 
ject. Don’t ask why. No¬ 
body is sure why, but anti¬ 
bodies are made against it. 
The destroyed thyroid tis¬ 
sue is eventually replaced 
by scar tissue if the disease 
is severe. 

The important result is 
that the gland’s thyroid 
production falls off in time. 
The person becomes “hy¬ 
pothyroid.” and the gland 
enlarges to form a goiter. 
The symptoms you men- 
tlon (deleted from your let-

ter) can be attributed to 
this process. Your swollen 
neck, the goiter and the 
lethargy all result from the 
low thyroid hormone 
levels. 

As complicated as the 
process is. treatment is 
relatively simple—re¬ 
placement with thyroid 
hormone which can be 
taken by mouth. 

Dear Dr. Donobue: My 
husband just found out he 
has shingles. Friends tell 
me this is something seri- 


ous and that many deaths 
have been caused from 
this. Is this true? He drinks 
lots of coffee and smokes 
two packs of cigarettes a 
day. Should this be 
stopped? — Mrs. D.M.K. 

Shingles is a nerve pain 
caused by infection by the 
herpes zoster virus. It is not 
considered a life-threaten¬ 
ing disease. Sure, he should 
stop the cigarettes and cut 
down on the coffee. They 
are not causing him to have 
shingles, but they are not 
doing him any good.

Police look for help in murder 


victoria city council's 
legal committee steered 
clear tbursday of lambast¬ 
ing Ottawa for the recent 
sharp increases in fees at 
Fishermen’s Wharf. 

But the committee re¬ 
commended to council that 
the regional harbors and 
wharves administrator be 
asked to provide all avail¬ 
able information on the in¬ 
creases. 

And if council feels the 
increases aren't justified, a 
strong letter should be sent 
to Ottawa, the committee 
recommended. 

Until recently, the city 
> administered fishermen’s 
Wharf for the federal gov¬ 
ernment. As a result of 
long-standing differences 
"of opinion between Ottawa 
and the city, the latter de¬ 
cided to relinquish the re¬ 
sponsibility of looking after 
the wharf. 

Shortly after the federal 
government took over, sub- 
stantial rate increases 
went into effect, triggering 
numerous complaints. 


Mountie 
jailed 
but away 

A Duncan RCMP con¬ 
stable who punched a man 
in the mouth during an 
arrest was sentenced Wed¬ 
nesday to 30 days in jail, to 
be served on weekends. 

fiowever, the constable 
won’t be serving his sen¬ 
tence for a while as he's on 
holiday. 

The sentence was im¬ 
posed on Constable Lome 
James Harper, 30, by B.C. 
Court of Appeal in Vancou¬ 
ver as it allowed a crown 
appeal against a condition¬ 
al discharge given in April 
last year in Nanaimo Coun¬ 
ty Court. 

Harper, who is with the 
Duncan RCMP detach¬ 
ment, was convicted of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm 
to Gerald Higginson, 23, 
who had been hitchhiking 
to Victoria from Duncan in 
February, 1978, and was 
eating at a fast-food outlet 
when Harper motioned him 
to go outside and get into a 
police car. 

According to testimony. 
Higginson refused and 
Harper then struck him in 
the mouth knocking out a 
tooth, and punched him in 
the face two or three more 
times. 

A young woman cashier 
at a self-serve gas station 
protested to Harper, who 
told her to go back in the 
building or he would arrest 
her for obstructing. 

Mr. Justice James Mac¬ 
donald said he agreed a 
conditional discharge was 
unlikely to deter other po¬ 
lice officers from assault. 

Harper is on holidays in 
Europe and as of Thursday 
was still with the Duncan 
detachment. 

Harper apparently does 
not know he's been sen¬ 
tenced to 30 days In jail and 
is not expected back until 
mid-July.

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Helen Chesnut's Garden Notes 


With supplier of noodit in many 
area) runninx out boforr the spring 
planting was even finished, there can 
he little douhl we are having another 
humper year for backyard vegetable 
gardens this year. 

All of which goes to prove, at least 
in my view, that a little good always 
comes out of something bad—in this 
case, the inflationary spiral which 
has plagued our own and other coun¬ 
tries. When more people start grow¬ 
ing their own vegetables, you can be 
sure they're going to be better fed 
from a nutritional point of view, not to 
mention the health-giving aspect of 
spending more time getting fresh air 
and exercise. 

Unfortunately, too many inex¬ 
perienced gardeners fail to get full 
value from their backyard vegetable 
plots and it's often because they don’t 
pick their produce at the most benefi¬ 
cial time. 

For example, the novice tends to 
let the beans remain on the vine long 
past the time when they should really 
be picked, figuring that the bigger 
and fatter the beans are, the better 
crop he’ll harvest. 

This ignores the main advantage 
of growing your own which is the 
opportunity to pick them while they 
arc at their tenderest and most fla¬ 
vorful stage. The bigger and fatter 
beans get. the less tasty they become 


—these you can buy any day from the 
supermarkets. 

Much of what I’ve said here ap¬ 
plies to other vegetables as well. 
During the pea season, my husband 
and I set up constant vigilance on the 
pea patch to ensure that we don’t 
allow the pods to become too fat 
before harvesting. We like our peas— 
for fre.sh eating and putting down in 
the freezer—on the smallish side 
because these are so much more 
tender and flavorful than when they 
get larger. 

Carrots arc another crop from our 
vegetable crop that we prefer to pick 
while quite young and small. In fact, 
we don'-t usually bother putting too 
many full grown carrots into cold 
storage in the fall—I freeze enough 
packages of the baby carrots to sup¬ 
ply our table for the w inter. 

These are generally picked while 
thinning the rows and the big carrots 
go into our juicer. Again, here is a 
distinct advantage to having your 
own vegetable patch because, except 
in the expensive gourmet section, you 
simply cannot buy baby carrots at the 
supermarkets. And more often than 
not the “gourmet" ones are canned. 

The same thing applies to pars¬ 
nips. I can understand why parsnips 
aren’t the most popular vegetable 
around because the ones you buy at 
the store have little resemblance to 
the ones we grow out in the backyard 
garden in terms of flavor. 


Like the carrot, we prefer to har¬ 
vest most of our parsnips while still 
quite small for fresh eating and for 
freezing. It’s claimed that a parsnip 
never really reaches full flavor until 
it’s nipped by the first frosts of fall 
but we have found that the baby ones 
really do have a superb flavor. 

Om vegetable that really does 
need to be picked while very young In 
order to obtain maximum Davor is 
the zucchini. We pick ours while they 
are still only six to eight inches (IS to 
20 cm) long, rather than letting them 
grow into the giant sizes that may 
look most impressive at the garden 
shows or in a photograph in the news¬ 
paper but are far less impressive 
when it comes to eating them which, 
after all, is the reason for the exer¬ 
cise for most of us. 

I might add that overplanting is a 
very common error when it comes to 
growing these particular vegetables. 
We learned this first hand the first 
year we planted zucchini, having 
sown the seeds with as much abandon 
as we exhibit planting radishes or 
lettuce. 

There was no way our family was 
able to consume enough of the smaJI 
ones, unless we started eating them 
for breakfast (there IS a zucchini 
pancake, you know) and my husband 
wound up wheel-barreling them 
around the neighborhood trying to 
give them to unsuspecting neighbors.

WASHINGTON — The 
justice system in this coun¬ 
try seems as loused up as 
everything else. One of the 
reasons for this is that the 
law provides that anyone 
who has a legal dispute in¬ 
volving more than $50 is 
entitled to a jury. Most 
jurors can deal with per- 
.sonal injury and liability 
cases. But you have to have 
an MBA from harvard, a 
law degree from Stanford, 
and an accounting diploma 
from the Wharton School to 
be able to follow the com¬ 
plicated suits that ordinary 
citizens are required to ad¬ 
judicate these days. 

How can the average 
jury understand the issues 
in a multi-billion dollar 
corporation lawsuit’’ 

A well-known trial law¬ 
yer told me they can’t. 
Most juries involved with 
any business litigation 
make their decisions based 
on things other than the 
thousands of pieces of evi¬ 
dence and months of testi¬ 
mony that neither they nor 
the judge understand. 

This is how it goes in the 
jury room, he told me. 

“I think we should find 
for the plaintiffs." 

“Why’.’’’ 


"Their chief lawyer al¬ 
ways looks so fresh and 
neat no matter how hot it is 
in the courtoom.” 

“I’m for throwing out all 
the charges. The defence 
has a woman lawyer on the 
staff, and I think if we 
voted for the defendants, it 
would encourage large cor¬ 
porations to hire more 
women lawyers." 

’’That’s the stupidest 
reason I ever heard for 
judging a case. If we’re 
going to play by those 
rules, we have to take into 
consideration that one of 
the plaintiffs’ executives 
has a bad limp. Why nut 
give the billion dollars to 
them fur hiring the hand¬ 
icapped’.’’’ 

’’Wait, we’re getting 
away from the evidence. 
Let’s go over it again.” 

“Are you crazy? No one 
in this room knows what 
anyone out there w as talk¬ 
ing about." 

’’Okay. Let’s NOT go 
over the evidence. How do 
we arrive at a decision?” 

“I’m for giving the nod to 
the plaintiffs. Their backup 
lawyer always came over 
to us when he wanted to 
make a point. The defen¬ 
dants’ lawyer preferred to 


address his remarks to the 
judge. If he wanted to win. 
the defence counsel should 
have paid more attention to 
us." 

“You’re too sensitive. 
Only the fat defendants’ 
lawyer ignored us. The cute 
one with the horn-rim mod 
glasses spent a lot of time 
leaning against the jury 
box. He had beautiful 
eyes.” 

“But he had a beard. I'd 
never trust a person who 
sports a heard.” 

"My son has a beard.” 

”I though as much, and 
while we’re on the subject 
—I don’t trust you either.” 

’’Hold it. We've been to¬ 
gether five months. Let’s 
get a decision so we can all 
go home. How do you 
vote?”

“I’m voting for the plain¬ 
tiffs.” 

"Then I’m voting for the 
defendants.” 

"We’re never going to 
see our loved ones again. 
There has to be a compro¬ 
mise.

"Do you remember when 
the president of the injured 


company testified? His en¬ 
tire family sal in the first 
row tor five days. 1 thought 
that was very loyal of 
them. You don’t see fami¬ 
lies that close any more” 

“Are you planning to give 
the plaintiffs half a billion 
dollars because their chief 
executive officer has a nice 
family? How do we know 
what goes on behind closed 
doors?” 

"I agree. Besides, the de 
fendant company’s chair¬ 
man of the board wore his 
Shriner’s pin when he look 
the stand. I happen to be a 
Shriner. and I'll take a 
lodge brother’s word 
against anyone who drags 
his kids out of school to sit 
at a trial. ” 

“We appear to be split on 
a verdict. Shall I report to 
the judge that we can’t 
come to a decision? ” 

"Don’t do that. He’ll 
make us read the court 
transcript again. I say we 
flip a coin. Heads we find 
for the plaintiffs—tails for 
the defendants.” 

"Okay, as long as she 
takes back what she said 
about men with beards.”

and the bureaucracy only. 

• "Blame” is the universal moti 
vation of mankind: even the criminal 
"blames" his victim’s death on the 
fact that he was foolish enough to 
resist the robbery. (Hitler "blamed " 
the Second World War on Poland's 
refusal to be taken over without a 
struggle.) 

• There is probably no other field 
of study in which one can know so 
little while successfully pretending to 
know SQ much as in sociology.

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NDP’s poll 
edge cut 
by Socreds 


The New Democratic 
Party has a six-per-cent 
popularity edge over Social 
Cr^it—down two percent¬ 
age points from October 
despite the government's 
damaging dirty tricks 
scandal—says a Gallup poll 
conducted In April for the 
NDP. 

The poll gives the NDP 33 
per cent of the popular vote 
to 27 per cent for the 
Socreds. The barely- 
breathing Conservative 
and Liberal parties are at 
five and three per cent re¬ 
spectively. with the unde¬ 
cided vote at 23 per cent— 
up considerably from the 16 
per cent in October. 

The October poll was 
completed before a round 
of campaign scandals hit 
the Social Credit party be¬ 
ginning late last fall. 

The poll comes on the 
heels of some mild election 


speculation in light of Ben¬ 
nett’s recent “Ottawa- 
bashing" over the north¬ 
east coal project and an 
election-style speech he 
gave in the Legislature 
'Tuesday while answering a 
question on the project. 

However, Bennett—who 
is only IS months into his 
second mandate—ruled out 
any fall or early spring 
election Thursday, saying 
he doesn’t know where such 
rumors originate. 

"The opposition, having 
been thumped twice, are 
looking for a rematch and 
they wiU have an opportu¬ 
nity in due course of events 
in the normal election time 
period,” he said. “By that 
time, I expect the public 
will have a better choice of 
who the official opposition 
will be.”

That seems to be the consensus 
from a meeting Thursday and today 
in Victoria of 45 nursing consultants 
to the 10 provincial governments, the 
federal health ministry, and the 
health agencies for the northern ter¬ 
ritories. 

Elvira Nordlund, senior health 
nursing consultant for the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment, said in an interview Thurs¬ 
day that although the provinces al¬ 
ready have substantial involvement 
in native health care, the feeling of 
delegates is that they should increase 


it, provided native organizations 
agree. 

The B.C. government is hosting 
the meeting for the first time. Usual¬ 
ly the consultants—who have input at 
the policymaking level of govern¬ 
ment—meet in Ottawa. 

The other B.C. representative at 
the convention is Lavinia Crane, 
director of public health nursing. 

Among topics being discussed are 
such matters of common concern as 
medical services delivery, trends in 
nursing, and nursing education. 

Also on the agenda are health care 
planning, family planning, genetics 
counselling, nursing leadership and 
health care administration.

Crown counsel and the 
defence for a 2>-year-old 
Sidney man char^ with 
first degree murder made 
summations to the jury in 
B.C. Supreme Court Thurs¬ 
day. 

Mr. Justice Gordon 
MacKinnon will instruct 
the jury today before it re¬ 
tires to consider its ver¬ 
dict. 

The final addresses 
ended the nine-day murder 
trial of Denis Barry 
McFadden, charged in the 
knife slaying of 31 year-old 
Marion Barbara MacKay 
in her Saanich home March 
17. 

Defence counsel Dermod 
Owen-Flood told tlie jury 
McFadden was not g^lty 
of first-degree murder b^ 
cause he did not intend to 
kill MacKay wh^n he en¬ 
tered her home at her re¬ 
quest to fix the plumbing 
and a broken window. 

Premeditation or plan¬ 
ning must be proven be¬ 
yond reasonabie doubt be¬ 
fore a jury can find a 
defendant guiity of first de¬ 
gree murder, be said. 

Jurors must remain 
calm, cool and collected in 
deliberating "not with¬ 
standing the goriness, the 
horror, the viciousness, the 
nastiness of the crime,” 
Owen-Flood said. 

McFadden was a danger¬ 
ous, bad man, but his char¬ 
acter was not the issue, he 
said. 

Whether he was a kind 
and loving husband or 
whether he was "an abso- 
luteiy ruthless scum” had 
nothing to do with the deci¬ 
sion. 

“If a man is to be con¬ 
victed he is to be convicted 
for what he has done, not 
what he is.” 

Psychiatrist Dr. Alistair 
Murray did not classify 
McFadden’s anti-social 
personality disorder as 
mental Illness, but ex¬ 
plained that another school 
of psychiatry did have that 
opinion, Owen-Flood con¬ 
tended. 

The behavior disorder 
and the added stress of two 
separate police investiga¬ 
tions caused McFadden to 
act in an enraged and vio- 
ient manner when pro¬ 
voked by MacKay. 

MacKay toid him she 
would call his employer 
and the police and then she 
pushed him so that he fell 
against the window in her 
bedroom, shattering it. 

“There was the sound of 
breaking glass—three 
sharp shrielu as he went 
for her with the knife, then 
siience.” 

The very fact there were 
26 stab wounds indicates a 
“frenzied, maniacal at¬ 
tack” consistent with the 
symptoms of his behavior 
disorder. Evidence found 
at the scene of the crime 
also indicated a violent 
struggle, Owen-Flood said. 

It was hard to conceive of 
McFadden premeditating 
the crime because his em¬ 
ployer, his wife and Mac- 
Kay’s boyfriend knew 
where he was the night of 
the tragedy. 

His wife testified the 
butcher knife in his posses¬ 
sion was borrowed from 
her in February to replace 
some tools confiscated by 
the police. 


Owen-Flood said the 
question of sexual assault 
was a “speculative leap” 
by the crown. 

MacKay was nude when 
found because McFadden 
had removed her clothes 
after the stabbing and dis- 
p<^ of them. No one knew 
for sure what she was 
wearing, he said. 

An autopsy showed no 
signs of sexual assault, the 
defence counsel said. 

Crown counsel Nicholas 
Lang told the jury the evi¬ 
dence indicated McFadden 
knew MacKay lived alone 
and he coldly and cruelly 
plotted to sexually assault 
and then kill her when she 
resisted his advances. 

“If you accept that, then 
we have first degree mur¬ 
der,” Lang said. 

The defence presumed 
that provocation by MacK¬ 
ay triggered his violent 


temper, but that was not 
so, Lang said. 

MacKay did not say she 
was going to call his em¬ 
ployer and the police, and 
she did not push him. In¬ 
stead, McFadden forced 
her at knifepoint to remove 
her clothes and then at¬ 
tempted indecent assault. 

The window broke not be- 
cause McFadden feil 
against it, but because 
MacKay smashed it in her 
struggle to escape. It was 
MacKay’s flesh found on 
the win^w sill, he suggest¬ 
ed. 

She was pulled back into 
the room and the location 
of the blood indicated she 
was stabbed, not near the 
window as McFadden testi¬ 
fied, but six feet away by 
the closet. 

Lang noted that Murray 
testified that if MacKay 
had not provoked and 


pushed McFadden there 
would not be the same de¬ 
gree of aggressive be¬ 
havior. 

McFadden’s evidence 
was untrue and contradict¬ 
ed by fact and items found 
inside and outside the 
room, he said. 

Murray testified he did 
not believe the accused was 
telling the truth when he 
said he could not remem¬ 
ber stabbing MacKay. 

McFadden had another 
knife in his tool box and did 
not need to take a carving 
knife with him to the job. 

After the murder. 
McFadden returned to the 
scene and removed and 
carefully disposed of her 
ciothes, then put her in a 
boat at his home until he 
could dispose of the body, 
Lang said.

Health Minister Rafe Mair 'Thursday 
was sharply criticri of statements earlier 
this week by G^^o Hanson regarding 
cancer 


Hanson (NDP—Victoria) issued a press 
release noting high rates of lymph cancer 
among men in the Comox-Strathcona 

n high rates of ovarian cancer on 
em Vancouver Island, high rates of 
lymph cancer among men and women in 
southern Okanagan, and high rates of 
lung cancer in Greater Vancouver. 

Hanson said he was concerned because 
90 per cent of all cancers may be en¬ 
vironmentally caused and are “therefore 
preventable.” 

Mair, in a caustic statement in the 
Legislature, noted that while quoting 


statistics from the Mortality Hates in 
Canada —Cancer report, Hanson had 
failed to quote significant key phrases. 

Mair told the house that the report used 
by Hanson stated, after the Comox- 
Strathcona, Southern Vancouver Island 
and Okanagan Valley figures, that they 
were “statistically insignificant”. 

And after the Greater Vancouver lung 
cancer figures, it listed haif a dozen 
major cities across Canada in the same 
incidence bracket. 

Mair charged that Hanson, by failing In 
reveai the complete picture on the in¬ 
cidence of cancer, had created undue and 
unnecessary concern. 

Hanson sat silent during Mair’s criti¬ 
cism of his actions and did not reply.

PRINCE RUPERT (CP) — The 
B.C. government is completely out of 
development of the proposed Ridley 
Island coal port and will not provide 
the $4 million promised for suppnrt 
services, a provincial official .said 
Thursday. 

The province has been battling 
with the federal government over 
who will pay for development of the 
northeastern B.C. coal fields. 

The $4 million was the B.C. share 
of a $42.S-million package negotiated

with Alberta and Ottawa for develop¬ 
ment of Ridley Island as a grain 
port. 

“The terminal is their (the federal 
government's) business now,” Gra¬ 
ham Kedgley, B.C. coal co-ordinator, 
said Thursday. 

He said, however, that the prov¬ 
ince was still committed to providing 
road access to Ridley. Ilie $7-million 
construction of 7.5 kilometres of road 
began this spring. 


The province has also dropped a 
social and economic impact study it 
was conducting on the scheme, ac¬ 
cording to Sandy Peel, deputy indus¬ 
try minister, but (he study appears to 
be going ahead anyway. 

Peel said the study, started in 
April, was “all up in the air” follow¬ 
ing federal-provincial negotatigns 
last week on the funding of support 
services for northeast coal develop¬ 
ment. 


“The federal government has 
made it very clear that they have full 
jurisdiction over Ridley Island, so it 
seems the study is their responsi¬ 
bility,” Peel said. 

He said an offer from the province 
to take on responsibility for estab¬ 
lishing a coal terminal on Ridley had 
been rejected, effectively eliminat¬ 
ing the province's involvement in the 
development. 

Francis McNaughton, harbors 


board director of engineering se- 
vices, said the only study he was 
aware of involved the effects of coal 
dust on pulp from trains passing by 
the Canadian Cellulose pulp mill in 
Prince Rupert. 

Meanwhile, a researcher in the 
provincial industry ministry said her 
department was still working on the 
socio-economic study and had not 
been told it was no longer required. 

Jennifer Howard said the study 


team was refiidng and editing a popu¬ 
lation and employment impact esti¬ 
mate, and the group expected to visit 
Prince Rupert within the next few 
weeks, once “the political area has 
cleared.” ' 

Prince Rupert Aid. Mike Darnell 
called on the government to complete 
the study because the development 
would cause major environmental 
and economic problems. 

He said the study should have been 
completed long ago.

ST. GEORGE'S, Grena¬ 
da (AP) — A bomb explod¬ 
ed at a government-spon¬ 
sored political rally 
Thursday, killing three 
people and seriously injur¬ 
ing 20, but missed its ap¬ 
parent target—leftist 
Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop. 

Police said the charge 
was placed under a podium 
on which Bishop, other gov¬ 
ernment leaders and the 
Cuban ambassador were to 
have been standing. One 
witness said Bishop was 
standing on the podium at 
the time of the explosion 
but was not hurt. 

The U.S. embassy in Bar¬ 
bados said it received re¬ 
ports that two of the dead 
were children and that 
other government leaders 
escap^ injury. 

About four hours after 
the blast, witnesses report¬ 
ed hearing occasional gun¬ 
fire in a middle-income 
area five kilometres north¬ 
east of this capital. 

Bishop assumed power 
on this eastern Caribbean 
island after toppling Prime 
Minister Eric Gairy in a 
coup in March, 1979. 

The island has been tense 
in the last month, with 
vague rumors of military 
activity circulating in the 
capital. 

Embassy personnel 
quoted Phillis Coard, depu¬ 
ty secretary of informa¬ 
tion, as saying the bomb 
was detonated either by re¬ 
mote control or a timing 
device—which she said was 
“technology . . . alien to 
Grenada"—and that hospi¬ 
tal offjcjals expect the 
dcatb-foll to mount.

AGARTALA, India (AP) — Disease 
and famine threaten to add to the mis¬ 
ery of Tripura' state, where 1,000 have 
died in tribal Massacres this month in 
some of the worst violence in India since 
independence, officials said Thursday. 

“The food situation is alarming,” said 
Nripen Chakraborty, chief minister of the 
northeastern Marxist-governed state. 

He estimated that the state had enough 
rice to last aboutJlO days and pleaded with 
the national govmment to provide aid. 

Chakraborty, 74, said there was dan¬ 
ger of a cholera Epidemic in the refugee 
camps now housing 200,000 people—al¬ 
most one-eighth of the state's population. 

Refugees have been fleeing to the 
camps for the past nine days as a result of 
clashes between native Tripura tribes¬ 
man and Bengali immigrants. In the 
bloodiest incident, Tripura natives June 8 
burned the village of Mandai to the 
ground and killed 350 of the ^ Bengali 
immigrants living there. j 

There are 1.3 million Bengalis in Tri¬ 


pura, outnumbering the natives of the 
state by about 2 to I. Most of the Bengalis 
are Hindus who fled predominantly Mos¬ 
lem Bangladesh after that country won its 
Independence from Pakistan in 1971. The 
Bengalis control much of the local econ¬ 
omy and many natives of Tripura are 
frustrated at being a minority in their 
own land. 

In the refugee camps, officials are 
trying to prevent a cholera outbreak by In¬ 
sisting on imipunizations. “We have is¬ 
sued instructions that no one should be 
given food in tbe camps until he is inocu¬ 
lated,” the chief minister said. 

Chakraborty has admitted that the 
rioting could iye an explosion of the long- 
neglected demands and grievances of the 
trib^men, who are poor and hold few 
administrative or professional jobs. 

But he accused local members of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's Con¬ 
gress party of encouraging violence in the 
state. iTripura police and Paramilitary 
forces (re reported to have ayrested some 
members of the Congress party. 


Power all solar: $50 trillion 


NEW YORK (AP) — A major West Or¬ 
man electronic equipment manufacturer 
has proposed a $50-trillion program to con¬ 
vert the world's economy to one powered by 
solar energy by the middle of the 2Ist cen¬ 
tury. 

AEG Telefunken, a Berlin-based com¬ 
pany with annual sales of $10 billion, said 
Thursday that vast banks of silicon cells—or¬ 
ganized into plantations—could generate 
electricity which would then be used to 
break down sea water to create hydrogen 
gas. 

The hydrogen, transported by tanker or 


pipeline in the same manner as natural gas, 
would power vehicles and factories world¬ 
wide and could eventually be “comparable to 
the present cost of gasoline,” Telefunken 
said. 

The solar plantations would be located in 
tropical or subtropical regions. 

By the year 2040, 10 solar families, each 
containing 100,000 identical plantations, 
could be producing “enough hydrogen to re¬ 
place 15 billion tons (100 billion barrels) of 
oil,” Telefunken said. The world produced 
about 24 billion barrels of oil last year. 


The size of the plantations would total 
almost as big an area as oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia. “The total investment costs (would) 
amount to $50 trillion,” the company said. 

Silicon cells, made by Telefunken and 
several other companies, already generate 
electricity for space satellites and have long 
been used in other small-scale applications, 
including photographic light meters.

The bank agreed to par¬ 


ticipate in the bailout even 
though the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has frozen an esti¬ 
mated $8 billion in Iranian 
deposits in U.S. banks. 

Chrysler and bank spo¬ 
kesmen confirmed the ac¬ 
count. 

About 400 lenders around 
the world have agreed to 
reorganize Chrysler's debt 
to give it enough breathing 
room to become financially 
healthy. Part of the plan 
includes federal loan ^ar- 
antees. 


The Chrysler Loan Guar¬ 
antee Board is scheduled, 
after two postponements 
this week, to meet today in 
Washington to give final 
approval to a $500 million 
issue of government- 
guaranteed notes. 

In another development, 
two U.S. banks that had 
been identified as among 
the “handful” holding out 
against the plan. Two 
others also came in, he 
said.

Two days of oil talks be¬ 
tween Leitch and Energy 
Minister Marc Lalonde 
broke down at mid-day 
without any agreement, 
but the ministers agreed on 
a one-month extension of 
the current deal until July 
31. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
and Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed are to meet next 
month and attempt to work 
out a pricing package, ac¬ 
cording to Lalonde. 

Lalonde and Leitch gave 
assurances that no price 
increases would be im¬ 
posed during the one- 
month extension of the cur¬ 
rent agreement. 

Leitch said Alberta was 
still-flexible on “certain 
items” and would consider 
changes to the dates and 
amounts of previously ne¬ 
gotiated price hikes, but he 


insisted the final package 
would have to have the 
“same net value" as the 
deal worked out last year 
with the former Conserva¬ 
tive govermnenl.” 

Leitch said Alberta had 
already “bent over back¬ 
wards” and made “conces¬ 
sion after concession" dur¬ 
ing negotiations with the 
Conservative government. 

“The prime reason I sug¬ 
gested the extension was to 
give the premier and the 
prime minister a chance to 
meet,” Leitch said, “but 
now we are still very, very 
far apart on the talks.” 

The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment's energy package 
proposed a $4-a-barrel in¬ 
crease this year and $4.50- 
a-barrel hikes in 1981 and 
1982. 

That agreement also as¬ 
sured Alberta its oil would 
be tied to world oil prices. 
and be pegged at 75 per 
cent of the Chicago price by 
1983 and 85 per cent by the 
end of 1984. 

Trudeau has vehemently 
opposed world prices, say¬ 
ing they are determined by 
the OPEC cartel and are 
unrealistic. 


World oil prices 
rough on Canada 

CAL(iARY (UPC) — A sharp move by Canada in 
1980 toward world oil prices would increase inflation 
and unemployment while retarding economic growth, 
according to a study by the Canadian Energy Research 
Institute. 

Author G.E. Angevine said Thursday the world 
price would have a harder impact on Canada than 
other countries already forced to world prices be¬ 
cause Canadian consumption was “ahead of most other 
countries.” 

“Being heavier energy consumers, that would imply 
we would tend to suffer relatively more in the intial 
shock,” he said.

TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) — 
Taking the offensive 
against his fundamentaiist 
critics. President Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr shuffled the 
armed forces command 
Thursday while the news¬ 
paper he publishes printed 
another transcript of a con- 
versation implicating 
hardline Moslems in an al¬ 
leged coup plot. 

In New York, senior 
American officials met 
with a UN envoy recently

the fundamentalist alli¬ 
ance that controls the Ira¬ 
nian parliament. 

Ayat was the official 
cited in the first transcript 
published Wednesday and 
although he denounced its 
publication as a distortion 
and an "American plot,” 
he did not deny making the 
riMnarks attributed to him. 

In the new transcript, 
Ayat was quoted as telling 
his unidentified listener of 
a plan to force Bani-Sadr’s 
resignation by political 
means or, if that failed, by 
force.

Refugees told 
to work in nude 


ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI) 
— Seven Cuban refugee 
women were forced to work 
in a citrus grove when they 
refused to dance nude at 
their sponsor's club, a cen¬ 
tral Florida refugee resett¬ 
lement group charged 
Thursday. 

The women, ranging in 
age from 19 to 27, were also 
advised they could earn $25 
a night as prostitutes, said 
Christa Matulevicius, co¬ 
ordinator of Central Flori¬ 
da Refugee Assistance, 
Inc. 

Matulevicius said she 
picked up the women from 
a west Orange County cit¬ 
rus grove where they were 
taken by their sponsor, 
Linda McGeough, co¬ 
owner of the China Doll 
Club, a bar featuring nude 
dancers. 

McGeough is awaiting 
sentencing on a homicide 
charge stemming from the 
slaying of a patron in the 
China Doll parking lot. She 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Matulevicius said the 
girls, who arrived about 
two weeks ago from the 
Eglin Air Force Base "tent 
city” with hopes for good 


jobs and comfortable living 
quarters, were stunned 
when taken to the dark bar 
and told what they were to 
do. 

“These are Catholic 
girls. Two of them arc vir¬ 
gins,” said Matulevicius. 

She said all refused to 
work at the lounge and 
were sent to the groves, 
where they picked oranges 
and lived in a squalid camp 
for the next week. They 
were supposed to be paid 65 
cents a box, but none re¬ 
ceived any money, she 
said. 

Matulevicius learned of 
their fate when a Mexican 
labor contractor brought 
the girls to the refugee of¬ 
fice to check on food 
stamps and other benefits. 

One of the girls reported 
that "she was very scared. 
She said she had been 
asked to dance in topless 
clubs.” Matulevicius said. 

“I imagine it’s going on 
all over the country,” said 
Matulevicius of the exploi¬ 
tation, blaming the Inter¬ 
national Rescue Commit¬ 
tee, one of the groups 
processing refugees at 
Eglin. for not screening 
sponsors properly.

PEKING (UPI) — China’s leading 
newspaper said today the world must 
choose between resisting the Soviet Union 
or getting ready to live in a Soviet-domin¬ 
ated world. 

The article in People’s Dally, official 
newspaper of the,^ Chinese Communist 
Party, was signed "observer.” Such com¬ 
mentaries usually reflect the thinking of 
the upper levels of the party and govern¬ 
ment. 

"In the face of the Soviet Union’s 
aggressive expansionist policy, the whole 
world is compelled to make the crucial 
choice,” People's Daily said. 

"That choice is to compromise and 
give in or wage a resolute struggle.” 

“The focus of the Soviet strategy is in 
'Europe. Since the mid-1970s, the Soviets 
have been carrying out frenzied expan¬ 
sion at an extremely rapid pace in the 
wings of Europe, that is, Africa and the 
Middle East. 

"Within only a few years, the Soviet 
Union has succeeded in creating troubles 
and obtaining bases in Africa, the Middle 


Ea.st and the Indian Ocean, thus gaining a 
series of footholds there.” 

The commentary said any Soviet ad¬ 
vances from Afghanistan into other parts 
of the Middle East and expansion of 
Soviet-allied Vietnam in Indochina would 
provide Moscow with a major strategic 
victory.

She arived in Duncan June 
2 find was staying at the Vil¬ 
lage Green Inn. 


Her body was found in the 
bushes by the Cowichan 
River and near the inn in 
the evening of June 3. 

Duncan police said Thurs¬ 
day they were looking for a 
clean-shaven man in his early 
30s. 

They said two persons re¬ 
ported .seeing the man come 
out of the bushes at 8 a.m. 
June 3, about five hours after 


police believe Seto was killed 
and 10 hours before her body 
was discovered. 

Police said a composite 
drawing has been made. 

Officers are trying to iden¬ 
tify this person through their 
files so that he could possibly 
help with the investigation. 

The investigation was 
made more difficult by the 
fact the room the victim was 
staying in was cleaned up by 


the staff before police got 
there. 

However, as police noted 
Thursday, “they (chamber¬ 
maids) are trained to per¬ 
form the functions they do, 
and they did just that.” 

Meanwhile, the Seto mur¬ 
der has led the Chinese com¬ 
munity in Vancouver to post 
rewards totalling $26,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of 
the killer. 


Nanaimo trustees’ budget projection 

Quick work of five-year plan

NANAIMO — Deciding 
that it was, for the most 
part, an exercise in futility, 
the Nanaimo-Ladysmith 
school board made quick 
work of its annual five-year 
budget projection this 
week. 

The document, due in 
Victoria by mid-July, out¬ 
lines in 1^ doilars what 
the trustees feel will be the 
school district’s budget for 
the next five years. 

The board relied heavily 
on staff predictions that 
School District 68 will have 
a mostly static situation'in 
both budgeting and the 
number of students 
through 1985. 

The actual number of 
students, as predicted by 
the provincial government, 
is due to go down. 

This year’s totai of 11,774 
students is projected to 
drop to a low of 11,637 by 
1983 and then to rise to 
11,725 by 1985. 

The way students are dis¬ 
tributed in schools, how¬ 
ever, will mean that the 
number of teachers in the 
district is not likely to drop 
by any significant amount. 

District staff explained 
that the dropping enrol- 


with the budget in 1980 dol¬ 
lars showing little or no 
increase from the 1980 total 
of $30.1 million. 

Final figures were not 
estimated because of a 
small change in the num¬ 
ber of teachers for 1981-85, 
due to increases in district 
staff programs, such as the 
Kodaly music for grades 
1-3. 

Board head Joy Leach 
asked how the district 
could possibly make bud¬ 
get projections for the next 
five years when it has not 
decided on such important 


issues as the grade level 
reorganization. 

The board meets Monday 
to discuss the possibility of 
restructuring both junior 
and senior high schools. 

District superintendent 
Bruce Hoadley said, how- 
ment figures vrill be caused 
by a decrease of about 100 
high school students per 
year for the next several 
years, but that elementary 
enrolment will be on the 
increase. 

An increase of lOO ele¬ 
mentary students over 10 
different schools could 


mean the need for as many 
as 10 more teachers, staff 
pointed out. 

School district staff at all 
levels, from board office 
administration to school 
custodial staff, is estimat¬ 
ed to remain almost the 
same. 

The only significant in¬ 
crease in staff is a project¬ 
ed gradual Increase in the 
number of teacher aides, 
from 25 this year to 50 in 
1985. 

Trustees agreed to send 
off the five-year projection 
based on staff estimates of 
a mostly stable situation 


Mountie sentenced to jail

A Duncan RCMP constable who 
punched a man in the mouth during an 
arrest was sentenced Wednesday to 30 
days in jail, to be served on weekends. 

However, the constable won’t be serv¬ 
ing his sentence (or a while as he’s on 
holidays. 

The sentence was imposed on Constable 
Lome James Harper, 30, by B.C. Oiurt of 
Appeal in Vancouver as it allowed a crown 
appeal against a conditional discharge 
given in April last year in Nanaimo Coun¬ 
ty Court. 

Harper, who is with the Duncan RCMP 
detachment, was convicted of assault 
causing bodily harm to Gerald Higginson, 
23, who had been hitchhiking to Victoria 
from DOncan in February, 1978, and was 
eating at a fast-food outlet when Harper 
motioned him to go outside and get into a 
police car.

DUNCAN — North Cowichan’s pro¬ 
posed zoning bylaw came under fire 
from residents, industry and the high- 
ways-transportation ministry at this 
week’s public hearings. 

Public interest in the zoning bylaw, the 
first since 1966, has been high and resulted 
in overflow crowds during both public 
hearings held at the Municipal Hall. 

Most contentious issues discussed were 
the new zoning for the Doman Industries 
Ltd. property at Cowichan Bay and down¬ 
zoning of properties in the Lakes Road 
area from half-acre to five-acre mini¬ 
mum lot size. 

Legal challenges to the bylaw are likely 
if the municipality fails to yield to re¬ 
quests for changes made by legal counsel 
representing industry at the hearing. 

• 

DUNCAN LAWYER Don Taylor, repre- 
.senting lsl$nd Shake and Shingle Ltd., 
said the proposed zoning change of the 
Doman property at Cowichan Bay from 
Rural A-1 to Industrial Restricted “was 
discriminatory and adversely affected" 
his client. 

The minimum lot size permitted under 
the new zoning is 24.7 acres. Island 
Shake and Shingle leases 5.6 acres from 
Doman Industries. 

Permitted uses are agriculture, saw¬ 
mill, planer mill, dry kiln. 

“This is an illegal change and prohibits 
any legal use of our client’s property,” 
Taylor said. 

He suggested the municipality should 
wait until the provincial government 
made its recommendations concerning 
this area before involving itself “in need¬ 
less legal costs.” 

FOLLOWING THE hearing, Taylor told 
the Colonist that “in all likelihood, if the 
wording of this bylaw is not changed in a 
manner satisfactory to my client, my 
client intends to challenge the bylaw’s 
validity in the courts.” 

Terry O’Grady, legal counsel for 
Doman Industries Ltd., said; “Doman’s 
does not and cannot accept the provisions 
of this bylaw as proposed. 

“This would confine Doman’s to struc¬ 
tures already on site, as no further struc¬ 
tures could be built without a develop¬ 
ment permit.” 

O’Grady said “an industrial site must 
be flexible. Some changes must be made 
almost on a day-to-day basis. An indust¬ 
rial plant cannot survive unless it can be 
changed at will. 

“NO ONE WILL issue bonds or lend 
money against a structure that cannot be 
rebuilt. 

“It’s quite impossible for my client to 
accept these proposals. 

“It’s a matter of survival,” he empha¬ 
sized. 

Cowichan Estuary Preservation So¬ 
ciety president and B.C. Wildlife Fed¬ 
eration director Birgitte Meaner, while 
stating she “was very much in favor of 
the bylaw,” criticized the municipality 
(or not setting any standards for environ¬ 
mental impact assessment studies in the 
Cowichan estuary. 

She said: “Standards should be estab¬ 
lished and set down by bylaw.” 

REFERRING TO permitted uses al¬ 
lowed in the idustrial restricted zone 
(Cowichan Bay), she said the bylaw 
should read “one sawmill only.” 

She was very much in favor of five-acre 
lots in the Lakes Road area, stating it was 
the fault of previous councils, which had 
(ailed to make this a requirement. 

Municipal clerk Jean MacLeod read 
several letters complaining of the Lakes 
Road area downzoning. 


She also read a letter from the ministry 
of transportation and highways, stating it 
“was not prepared to approve the 
bylaw.” 

’The ministry complained it had lost 
control of off-street parking, develop¬ 
ment permit areas and commercial-retail 
parking was still inadequate. 

MAYOR GRAHAM Bruce said: “We 
will have to attempt to negotiate with 
highways. Either they will change or we 
will have to.” 

Realtor George Schmidt “objected 
strongly” to the proposed downzoning in 
the Lakes Road area to five-acre lots. 

He said that “this is contrary to recom¬ 
mendations of thq, advisory planning 
commission and previous information 
meetings and public hearings.” 

“The pcoiite living in Timbercrest (a 
Lakes Road subdivision) expected to live 
in a residential area. They should not be 
forced to live next to farms.” 

Schmidt complained it “was entirely 
the fault of North Cowichan council 
that this land is still in the Agricultural 
Land Reserve.” 

HE SAID COUNCIL should rescind the 
third reading of the bylaw and wait until 
the provincial government’s reclassifica¬ 
tion and re-evaluation of land within 
municipalities study was released, before 
taking any further action. 

Schmidt’s views opposing the downzon¬ 
ing and five-acre lot size for the Lakes 
Road area were supported by a majority 
of persons at the hearing. 

However, while most of the residents 
had some section of the bylaw that they 
objected to, tbe majority agreed that the 
zoning bylaw was necessary. 

This was summed up by Arbutus Av¬ 
enue resident Bert Evans. 

He said: “Everyone here is in favor of 
your bylaw but many here are opposed 
to some part of it.” 

HE SAID THE five-acre zoning in the 
Lakes Road area would create an in¬ 
creased demand for small serviced lots. 

This could be met by changing the 
zoning of the serviced portion of Maple 
Bay Road from R-2 to R-I. 

Maple Bay Road resident Joe Frumenlo 
said he could “see no value of the A-2 
zoning. Five-acre lots are not big enough 
to (arm and too big for residential. The 
zoning should be changed to two-acre 
lots.” 

He said it was nice (or people to talk 
about buffer zones but this only hafl- 
pened when it was not their property that 
was forming part of the buffer zone. 

Jim Whittome objected to the downzon¬ 
ing. He said that “council would fly in 
the face of democracy if they did not take 
the expression of opinion voiced at the 
hearing into consideration.” 

OTHER AREAS OF public opposition to 
the zoning bylaw concerned the expansion 
of commercial zoning in the Green-Drink- 
water Road area, the proposed multi¬ 
storey apartment designation of the Gar- 
den-Alderlea Street area, and apartment 
zoning for Esplanade Street in Che- 
mainus. 

Mayor Bruce said council would hold a 
special meeting to consider the public 
input. Council would decide on what 
changes were necessary. 

IF ONLY MINOR amendments were 
needed, the bylaw could receive final 
reading. 

If major revisions were necessary, then 
further public hearings would have to be 
held, or council might decide to scrap the 
bylaw entirely. 

The special meeting is expected to take 
place this Monday.

MONTREAL(CP)— 
The .shouting and the tu¬ 
mult has died and the fight¬ 
ers are in seclusion. 

Sugar Ray" Leonard and 
Roberto Duran, mobbed by

The promoters, the 
Olympic installations 
board, need a crowd of 42.- 
(XM to break even on the 
fight for which they paid 
$3.5 million. 

So far, about 32.000 
tickets have been sold. Of 
those, all 2,000 ringside 
seats, at $500 each, have 
gone as have all 5,218 of the 
$20 seats in the rarified 
atmosphere of the sta¬ 
dium’s upper deck. 

The stadium has a capac¬ 
ity of 77,256, which the pro¬ 
moters initially hoped to 
sell out. Now they are talk¬ 
ing in terms of 45,000. 

Prices of the scats still

Flame on way to Moscow 


ATHENS, Greece (Reuter) — The 
Olympic flame, symbol of peace and 
fraternity, was lit Thursday in the olive 
groves of Ancient Olympia to be taken to 
Moscow.Ior the 1980 Olympic Games. 

A high priestess, portrayed by classical 
actress Maria Moscholiou, kindled the 
flame by the sun, using a parabolic mirror 
which reflected the sun’s rays. 

Looking up into the clear sky, she asked 
Zeus, greatest diety of ancient Greek 
mythology, and all gods to bless the 
modem Games. 

She then handed the flame to Greek 
high school student, Athanassios Cosmo- 
poulos, who bore it out of the Ancient 
Olympic stadium to start the 350-kilo¬ 


metre torch relay to Athens. 

From Athens, the Olympic flame will be 
carried 1,170 kilometres (730 miles) to the 
Greek-Bulgarian border by 1,170 runners, 

. each running 1,000 metres. 

It will take the flame seven days to 
reach the border and from there six days 
to cross Bulgaria, five days in Rumania 
and 12 days inside the Soviet Union — a 
total of one month to cover the 4,892-kilo- 
metre distance to Moscow. 

Greek President Constantine Kara- 
manlis proposed to the International 
Olympic Committee last January that the 
Games be returned to their ancient birth¬ 
place to prevent them being the subject of 
political and financial exploitation.

dead on a beach in the Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park on 
(he west coast of Vancou¬ 
ver Island probably died 
after being run over by a 
ship, a fe^ral naturalist 
said Thursday. 

"The whale had a mas¬ 
sive wound In its back, 
probably caused by the 
keel of a heavy ship, or 
more likely, the ship's pro¬ 
peller," said Barry Camp¬ 
bell. a naturalist with 
Parks Canada. 

"The spine had been s^ 
vered and the spinal nerVe 
cord was expo^." 

Campbell said there had 
been extensive severing 
and damage to the whale's 
back muscles and it /Was 
unlikely the crpature yrould 
have beeh able to swim 
after being wounded. 

"Indications are that the 
whale was dead when It 
' upon the beach," 
'"Tests will have to 
Tied out to determine 
when it died, but it could 
not have lived long after 
receiving a massive wound 
like that." 

Campbell said the car¬ 
cass was that of a male 
sperm whale measuring 32 
feet in length and weighing 
approximately 12 tons.

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B.C. leaves coal-grain port project to 


PRINCE RUPERT (CP) — The 
B.C. government is completely out of 
development of the proposed Ridley 
Island coal port and will not provide 
the $4 million promised for support 
services, a provincial official said 
Thursday. (Cither story, Page 2.) 

The province has been battling 
with the federal government over 
who will pay for development of the 
northeastern B.C. coal fields. 

The $4 million was the B.C. share 
of a t42.S-million package negotiated 


with Alberta and Ottawa for develop¬ 
ment of Ridley Island as a grain 
port. 

“The terminal is their (the federal 
government's) business now," Gra¬ 
ham Kedgley, B.C. coal co-ordinator, 
said Thursday. 

He said, however, that the prov¬ 
ince was still committed to providing 
road access to Ridley. The $7-milllon 
construction of 7.S kilometres of road 
began this spring. 


The province has also dropped a 
social and economic impact study it 
was conducting on the scheme, ac¬ 
cording to Sandy Peel, deputy indus¬ 
try minister, but the study appears to 
be going ahead anyway. 

Peel said the study, started in 
April, was “all up in the air” follow¬ 
ing federal-provincial negotations 
last week on the funding of support 
services for northeast coal develop¬ 
ment. 


“The federal government has 
made it very clear that they have full 
jurisdiction over Ridley Island, so it 
seems the study is their responsi- 
hility," Peel said. 

He said an offer from the province 
to take on responsibility for estah- 
llshing a coal terminal on Ridley had 
been rejected, effectively eliminat¬ 
ing the province's involvement in the 
development. 

Francis McNaughton, harbors 


board director of engineering ser¬ 
vices, said the only study he was 
aware of involved the effects on pulp 
of coal dust from trains passing by 
the Canadian Cellulose pulp mill in 
Prince Rupert. 

Meanwhile, a researcher in the 
provincial industry ministry said her 
department was still working on the 
socio-economic study and had not 
been told it was no longer required. 

Jennifer Howard said the study 


Ottawa 

team was refitdng and editing a popu¬ 
lation and employment impact esti¬ 
mate, and the group expected to visit 
Prince Rupert within the next few 
weeks, once “the political area has 
cleared.” 

Prince Rupert Aid. Mike Darnell 
called on the government to complete 
the study because the development 
would cause major environmental 
and economic problems. 

He said the study should have been 
completed long ago.

ST. GEORGE'S, Grena¬ 
da (AP) — A bomb explod¬ 
ed at a government-spon¬ 
sored political rally 
Thursday, killing three 
people and seriously injur¬ 
ing 20, but missed its ap¬ 
parent target—leftist 
Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop. 

Police said the charge 
was placed under a podium 
on which Bishop, other gov¬ 
ernment leaders and the 
Cuban ambassador were to 
have been standing. One 
witness said Bishop was 
standing on the podium at 
the time of the explosion 
but was not hurt. 

The U.S. embassy in Bar¬ 
bados said it received re¬ 
ports that two of the dead 
were children and that 
other government leaders 
escaped injury. 

About four hours after 
the blast, witnesses report¬ 
ed hearing occasional gun¬ 
fire in a middle-income 
area five kilometres north¬ 
east of St. George's. 

Bishop assumed power 
on this eastern Caribbean 
island after toppling Prime 
Minister Eric Gairy in a 
coup in March, 1979. 

The island has been tense 
in the last month, with 
vague rumors of military 
activity circulating in (he 
capital. 

Embassy personnel 
quoted Phillis Coard, depu¬ 
ty secretary of in^rma- 
tion, as saying the bomb 
was detonated either by re¬ 
mote control or a timing 
device—which she said was 
“technology . . . alien to 
Grenada”—and that hospi¬ 
tal officials expect the 
death toll to mount.

AGARTALA, India (AP) — Disea.se 
and (amine threaten to add to the mis¬ 
ery of Tripura state, where 1,000 have 
died in tribal massacres this month in 
some of the worst violence in India since 
independence, officials said Thursday. 

“The food situation is alarming,” said 
Nripen Chakraborty, chief minister of the 
northeastern Marxist-governed state. 

He estimated that the state had enough 
rice to last about 10 days and pleaded with 
the national government to provide aid. 

Chakraborty, 74, said there was dan¬ 
ger of a cholera epidemic in the refugee 
camps now housing 200,000 people—al¬ 
most one-eighth of the state's population. 

Refugees have been fleeing to the 
camps for the past nine days as a result of 
clashes between native Tripura tribes¬ 
men and Bengali immigrants. In the 
bloodiest incident, Tripura natives June 8 
burned the village of Mandai to the 
ground and killed 350 of the 400 Bengali 
immigrants living there. 

There are 1.3 million Bengalis in Tri¬ 


pura, outnumbering the natives of the 
state by about 2 to 1. Most of the Bengalis 
are Hindus who fled predominantly Mos¬ 
lem Bangladesh after that country won its 
independence from Pakistan in 1971. The 
Bengalis control much of the local econ¬ 
omy and many natives of Tripura are 
frustrated at being a minority in their 
own land. 

In the refugee camps, officials arc 
trying to prevent a cholera outbreak by in¬ 
sisting on immunizations. “We have is¬ 
sued instructions that no one should be 
given food in the camps until he is inocu¬ 
lated,” the chief minister said. 

Chakraborty has admitted that the 
rioting could be an explosion of the long- 
neglected demands and grievances of the 
tribesmen, who are poor and hold few 
administrative or professional jobs. 

But he accused local members of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's Con¬ 
gress party of encouraging violence in the 
state. Tripura police and paramilitary 
forces are reported to have arrested some 
members of the Congress party.

NEW YORK (AP) — A major West (Jer- 
man electronic equipment manufacturer 
has proposed a $50-triilion program to con¬ 
vert the world's economy to one powered by 
solar energy by the middle of the 21st cen¬ 
tury. 

AEG Telefunken, a Berlin-based com¬ 
pany with annual sales of $10 billion, said 
Thursday that vast banks of silicon cells—or¬ 
ganized into plantations—could generate 
electricity which would then be used to 
break down sea water to create hydrogen 
gas. 

The hydrogen, transported by tanker or 


pipeline in the same manner as natural gas, 
would power vehicles and factories world¬ 
wide and could eventually be “comparable to 
the present cost of gasoline,” Telefunken 
said. 

The solar plantations would be located in 
tropical or subtropical regions. 

By the year 2940,10 solar families, each 
containing 100,000 identical plantations, 
could be producing “enough hydrogen to re-', 
place .15 billion tons (100 billion barrels) of ' 
oil,” telefunken said. The world produced 
about 24 billion barrels of oil last year. 


The size of the plantations would total 
almost as big an area as oii-rich Saudi 
Arabia. “The total investment costs (would) 
amount to $50 trillion,” the company said. 

Silicon cells, made by Telefunken and 
several other companies, already generate 
electricity for space satellites and have long 
been used in other small-scale applications, 
including photographic light meters. A 
major bar to their use in large power 
plants has been high manufacturing cost, 
pius the lack of an efficient storage system 
for the power.

Iranian bank aids I imsipe 
worried Chrysler 


DETROIT (AP) — An 
Iranian bank is among 
those that have agreed to 
participate in the financial 
rescue plan for Chrysler 
Corp. 

Bank Tejarat, an Iranian 
institution owed $3.6 mil¬ 
lion by Chrysler, author¬ 
ized its New York repre¬ 
sentative, Maureen 
Raichle, to sign the debt 
reorganization documents, 
American Banker maga¬ 
zine reported Thursday. 

The bank agreed to par¬ 


ticipate in the bailout even 
though the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has frozen an esti¬ 
mated $8 billion in Iranian 
deposits in U.S. banks. 

Chrysler and bank spo¬ 
kesmen confirmed the ac¬ 
count. 

About 400 lenders around 
the world have agreed to 
reorganize Chrysler's debt 
to give it enough breathing 
room to become financially 
healthy. Part of the plan 


includes federal loan guar¬ 
antees. 

The Chrysler Loan Guar¬ 
antee Board is scheduled, 
after two postponements 
this week, to meet today in 
Washington to give final 
approval to a $500 million 
issue of government- 
guaranteed notes. 

In another development, 
two U.S. banks that had 
been identified as among 
the “handful” holding out 
against the plan joined the 
rescue team Thursday.

ing an estimated $26,100 
damage. 

Chiasson damaged the 19 
other planes, apparently 
while trying to get into 
them, and the total damage 
has been estimated at $5,- 
000 .

Defence lawyer Brian 
MacKenzie said Chiasson 
felt he would have diffi¬ 
culty coping in society if 
released and requested a 
forestry camp setting and 
assistance with his alcohol 
problem.

OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
price ot Canadian oil must 
be linked to world oil prices 
before any pricing agree¬ 
ment with the federal gov¬ 
ernment will be accepted, 
Alberta Energy Minister 
Merv Leitch said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Two days of oil talks be¬ 
tween Leitch and Energy 
Minister Marc Lalonde 
broke down at mid-day 
without any agreement, 
but the ministers agreed on 
a one-month extension of 
the current deal until July 
31. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
and Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed are to meet next 
month and attempt to work 
out a pricing package, ac¬ 
cording to Lalonde. 

Lalonde and Leitch gave 
assurances that no price 
increases would be im¬ 
posed during the one- 
month extension of the cur¬ 
rent agreement. 

Leitch said Alberta was 
still flexible on “certain 
items” and would consider 
changes to the dates and 
amounts of previously ne¬ 
gotiated price hikes, but he 


insisted the final package 
would have to have the 
“same net value” as the 
deal worked out last year 
with the former Conserva¬ 
tive government. 

Leitch said Alberta had 
already “bent over back¬ 
wards” and made “conces¬ 
sion after concession” dur¬ 
ing negotiations with the 
Conservative government. 

“The prime reason I sug¬ 
gested the extension was to 
give the premier and the 
prime minister a chance to 
meet,” Leitch said, “but 
now we are still very, very 
far apart on the talks.” 

The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment's energy package 
proposed a $4-a-barrel in¬ 
crease this year and $4.50- 
a-barrel hikes in 1981 and 
1982. 

That agreement also as¬ 
sured Alberta its oil would 
be tied to world oil prices 
and be pegged at 75 per 
cent of the Chicago price hy 
1983 and 85 per cent by the 
end of 1984. 

Trudeau has vehemenlly 
opposed world prices, say¬ 
ing they are determined by 
the OPEC cartel and are 
unrealistic. 


Sharp price move

Fast growth areas pinned 


Quadra, Gordon Head 
targets for hikes 


Quadra, Gordon Head 
and Royal Oak areas of 
Saanich are targetted as 
major population growth 
distribution centres in the 
next 16 years, according to 
a report prepared by muni¬ 
cipal planners. 

The document—A future 
population distribution to 
1996—prepared in conjunc¬ 
tion with local neighbor¬ 
hood plans being drafted 
for 11 neighborhoods, 
paints a scenario of popula¬ 
tion increasing 27.6 per 
cent in Quadra, 17.1 per 
cent in Gordon Head and 
15.5 per cent in Royal Oak. 

Based on the 1976 census, 
the predicted increase 
would see a population of 
24,000 in the Quadra neigh¬ 
borhood by 1996, an in¬ 
crease of 9,555 in the 20- 


year period. Gordon Head 
would increase roughly 6,- 
000 to a 20,000 figure while 
Royal Oak's population 
would rise to 7,000, an in¬ 
crease of 5,365. 

Rural areas of the muni¬ 
cipality can expect a four 
pent population growth, 
while Cadboro Bay, the 
civic core area and the 
Shelboume neighborhood 
can look for growth of 2.8, 
2.5 and two per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

If Saanich’s population 
docs increase to the 108,000 
figure forecast in the com¬ 
munity plan, 1996 popula¬ 


tion density per hectare 
would be: 

Tillicum 39.2 people, 
Shelboume 30, Quadra 29.7, 
civic core 29.7, Gordon 
Head 20.8, Carey 18.3, 
Royal Oak 14, Cadboro Bay 
11.6, Cordova Bay 10 and 
the rural areas 1.5 persons 
per hectare. 

However, as planner 
Allan Hopper explained in 
an interview this week, the 
map in the official commu¬ 
nity plan showing the ac¬ 
commodation of 108,000 in 
Saanich was meant only to 
be an illustration of the 


implications of growth. 

“The figure was never 
meant to be rigidly fol¬ 
lowed as policy." 

The planning depart¬ 
ment, he added, had never 
attempted to use the 108,000 
figure as a target, and the 
approach in local area 
plans was not to increase 
densitities to the point 
where a 108,000 population 
would be achiev^ at what¬ 
ever cost. 

One of the main purposes 
of local area plans was to 
refine policies of the com¬ 
munity plan on the basis of 
local investigation and re¬ 
view, he said. 

“And the population dis¬ 
tribution should be refined 
as a result of studies done 
at the local area level,” 
Hopper said. 


Second scanner for Victoria 


Purchase of a computer-con- 
trolled x-ray scanner for Victoria 
General Hospital has been approved 
in principle by the regional hospital 
and health planning commission. 

The whole-body scanner, with an 
estimated cost of $800,000, would be 
the second for Victoria. Royal Jubilee 
Hospital put Vancouver Island’s first 
scanner into operation earlier this 
year. 

The scanner at Victoria General 
would be placed in the hospital's new 
building on Helmcken Road, and 


will probably not be ordered for about 
a year, so that the hospital can obtain 
the latest version of the scanner, 
termed by VGH's chief of radiology 
as the most important diagnostic 
tool developed since the discovery of 
the x-ray. 

The scanner provides emss-sec- 
tional Images of any part of the body 
with hitherto unobtainable clarity 
and detail, eliminating many time- 
consuming and expensive tests, some 
of which involved considerable pain 
and risk for patients. The inventors of 
the machine were awarded the 1979 


Nobel prize for medicine in recogni¬ 
tion of their work. 

The scanner at the Jubilee was 
originally thought to be sufficient for 
the region, but in its first few months 
of operation a six to eight-week wait¬ 
ing list has already developed and 
radiologists at Victoria General are 
unable to gain as much access to it as 
they would like, the hospital planning 
commission was told. 

The scanner, frequently used to 
diagnose head injuries, will also com¬ 
plement the regional pediatrics unit 
planned for the new hospital. 


Surgery waiting cut 
by more care beds 


The number of long-term 
care patients blocking 
acute-care beds in Vic¬ 
toria's general hospitals 
has been cut significantly 
with the opening of addi¬ 
tional long-term care beds 
in the region. 

The lack of long-term 
care beds has resulted in 
long waiting lists for sur¬ 
gery in the region’s major 
hospitals. 

The completion of a 147- 
bed facility on Pandora by 
Central Baptist church is 
primarily responsible for 
reducing the number of 
long-term care patients in 
acute-care beds from 67 
last month to 26 this week, 
about the lowest the num¬ 


ber has ever gone, hospital 
planner Murray Halkett 
said. In addition, the num¬ 
ber of persons waiting 
placement in long-term 
care beds has been cut 
from 484 to 444. 

Some\uAher reductions 
may occur as the new facil¬ 
ity continues to take in pa¬ 
tients, Halkett said. Ad¬ 
missions are being phased 
in to permit the staff to 
adjust to the new building 
and patients. 

Extended-care patients 
in acute-care beds are 
down slightly this month, 
from 75 to 71, and the num¬ 
ber could drop rapidly 
when 40 additional b^s at 
the Priory on Goldstream 


are ready for occupancy. 

Meanwhile, the Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital has 
been given permission by 
the provincial government 
to increase the number of 
extended-care beds it plans 
to build, from 25 to 50, with 
space for an additional 25 
b^s shelled in. 

The region has begun 
work on a study of the 
number of acute care beds 
needed in the area, Halkett 
told the commission. 

Projections of the num¬ 
ber of beds needed by the 
region were first developed 
in 1976 and since that time, 
‘‘some of the variables 
have changed,” Halkett 
said. 


UVic asked 
to buy 
park lodge 

The University of Vic¬ 
toria has been asked to con¬ 
sider the purchase of the 
financially-troubled 
Strathcona Park Lodge, 
Education Minister Brian 
Smith said Thursday. 

The future of the lodge, 
which provides outdoor 
education experience for 
students, was thrown into 
jeopardy this spring when 
the education ministry cut 
its grant to the lodge by 
nearly two-thirds. It said 
the lodge, located on Buttle 
Lake, consumed too much 
of the funds allotted for 
outside organizations pro¬ 
viding services to stu¬ 
dents. 

Smith, responding to 
questions in the Le^sla- 
ture, said the lodge has had 
serious financial difficul¬ 
ties. 


Inmates found unconscious 

Two prisoners were found unconscious at Wilkinson 
Road jail Hiursday, reportedly the victims of drug 
overdose. 

The men, Kirby Martin Hawksworth, 31, and James 
Melvin Smart, 24, were taken by ambulance to Royal 
Jubilee Hospital where both were reported recovering 
several hours later. 

A hospital official said Hawksworth was being re¬ 
turned to the jail Thursday night. Smart was to remain 
in hospital. 

Jail director Harry Bacon said a drug overdose 
was suspected, although an investigation would have to 
be completed. The men were found unconscious in sepa¬ 
rate cell blocks during a routine afternoon check. 

Smart is serving a sentence of two years less a 
day, while Hawkworth is being held at the jail pend¬ 
ing trial. The charges were not specified. 


At a coastguard hearing on Active Pass last year the 
corporation asked Transport Canada to close most 
of the pass to sports fishermen.

Complaints from law¬ 
yers and merchants that 
Victoria city council’s 
scheme of raising $200,000 
to finance the operating 
deficit for the proposed 
convention centre is unfair 
and Inequitable, were 
crushed lliursday under a 
mountain of statistics 
which said otherwise. 

“It’s as equitable as an 
increase of $200,000 can 
be,” Aid. Frank Carson 
told the finance commit¬ 
tee. 

“I don’t know how you 
could extract a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars 
from a group without hurt¬ 
ing someone,” added Car- 
son, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. 

He was referring to'vjhe 
proposal that the city dis¬ 
continue the policy of per¬ 
mitting businessmen to de¬ 
duct their trade licence 
fees from their business 
taxes, which would raise an 
additional $272,000. 

Former mayor Michael 
Young, the Downtown 
Business Association and 
the Victoria Bar Associa¬ 
tion wrote to council, com¬ 
plaining that the proposal 
would place an unfair bur¬ 
den on professionals. 

Carson’s statistics 
showed that Victoria’s 200 
lawyers would pay an aver¬ 
age of $60 a year more.

A change in attitude on the part of 
the federal government, rather than 
constitutional talks, is the key to 
holding Canada together.

Speaking at a Victoria Rotary lun¬ 
cheon, Smith, a lecturer In constitu¬ 
tional history at the University of 
Victoria law school, said: 

“No amount of constitutional talks 
will help hold the country together 
unless there is a change of atti¬ 
tude on the part of Ottawa toward the 
far-flung regions of the country. 

"It doesn’t take constitutional 
talks for the federal government to 


must change attitude first, says minister 


understand that there is a housing 
shortage in B.C. There is no housing 
shortage in Toronto or in Montreal so 
(as far as Ottawa is concerned) 
there is no housing shortage in Can¬ 
ada." 

SIMILARLY, constitutional talks 
will not substitute for genuine under¬ 
standing of the West by federal offi¬ 
cials, who to this point have been 
content with brief forays outside of 
Ottawa. 

On a recent trip to Quebec and 
Ontario It became clear to him that 
Central Canada still insists on main¬ 
taining its position at the expense of 
the West, Smith said. 


He noted that Ontario’s Conserva¬ 
tive Premier WiUiam Davis is pre¬ 
paring for a provincial election, and 
said the opposition leader in Ontario 
is not the leader of the NDP or the 
Liberal parties. 

“The leader of the opposition in 
Ontario is (Alberta Premier) Peter 
Lougheed.” 

There is little doubt that Davis will 
win an election in Ontario by running 
against Lougheed, Smith said. 

“ONTARIO IS absolutely deter¬ 
mined that it is going to enjoy energy 
prices one-third the cost of those in 


some countries of Europe, at the 
expense of Western Canada.” 

Although he disagrees with the 
separatist policies of the Parti Que- 
be«>is. Smith said that Quebec has 
“extremely able and attractive men 
at the helm of government.” 

While most people assume that 
(Quebec Llbekal leader Claude Ryqn 
srill win the text provincial election 
Ryan Is a poor “media projector” fM 
has little support among the yepng 
people, technical and Intelleaual 
leaders, and university staff. Smith 
said. 

Even if Ryan became premier, the 
currents of Quebec nationalism will 
remain strong. Smith believes. 


Constitutional talks scheduled for 
the next few months will have some 
success as long as the goals for 
the talks are not “unrealistic,” and as 
long as “constitutional issues don’t 
cloud the real issues: energy, tax 
dollars, and natural resources.” 

“WHAT WE have tried to stress is 
that the existence of strong provinces 
does not mean a weak country. A 
federal government which only has 
its eyes set on Central Canada will 
alienate other parts and will produce 
more widely felt and respectable 
forms of separatism.” 

By suggesting an export tax on 


western resources, without similar 
taxes on central Canadian energy 
exports, and by Insisting on a short¬ 
term $70 million loan for B.C. coal 
development, while offering a lib¬ 
eral tSO million loan for a sitnilar 
development in Nova Scotia, Ottawa 
Is jeopardizing the positive relation¬ 
ship that B.C. seeks. Smith said. 

“Constitutional difficulties could 
be resolved by partners of good will. 
But when those other items remain 
unre.solved, where the climate is bad, 
it does not augur well for the set¬ 
tlement” of constitutional issues such 
as language and individual rights. 
Smith said. 
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
